Gay far-right 
Dutch 
politician 
assassinated

T he Netherlands struggled to come 
to grips with the assassination of 
controversial openly gay far-right 
Dutch leader Pim Fortuyn, who was 
shot and killed Monday, May ,6. 

Dutch lead¬ 
ers agreed Tues¬ 
day to go ahead 
with parliamen¬ 
tary elections set 
for May 15, as 
thousands griev¬ 
ed for the right- 
wing, anti-im¬ 
migration can¬ 
didate. Acting 
Prime Minister 
Wim Kok met 
with party leaders Tuesday in the 
Hague to decide whether to postpone 
the election. In the end, leaders de¬ 
cided to proceed with the balloting. 

Fortuyn (pronounced fore- 
TOWN) was shot in the head, neck, 
and chest as he left a radio interview 
in the Dutch town of Hilversum, a 
dozen miles from the capital of Ams¬ 
terdam. Eyewitnesses said the 54- 
year-old politician’s body was taken 
away in a bloodstained white sheet 
after receiving urgent medical atten¬ 
tion from paramedics. 

Dutch police have confirmed that 
they arrested a suspect in the killing, 
but have not released details. The New 
York Times, in its Wednesday edition, 
reported that members of Fortuyn’s 
party identified the suspect as Volkert 
van der Graaf, a 32-year-old Dutch en¬ 
vironmental activist. The Times said 
police did not reveal a motive for the 
killing, although the suspect has re¬ 
portedly confessed. The newspaper 
also reported that Fortuyn had shown 
little support for environmental issues. 

News reports stated that the sus¬ 
pect was married and had one child, 
and that he worked for a group called 
Ecology Offensive. Police said investi-" 
gators found ammunition at the sus¬ 
pect’s home matching shell casings at 
the crime scene, and environmental 
literature. 

Fortuyn, an openly gay former so¬ 
ciology professor, was not short of en¬ 
emies. He recently enraged the 
Netherlands’ 3 million-strong immi¬ 
grant community and the country’s 
mainstream political parties after he 
described Muslim culture as “back¬ 
ward.” 

Fortuyn’s newly formed party - 
“List Pim Fortuyn” - has fought an 
election campaign centered on halt¬ 
ing immigration and clamping down 
on violent crime. The party’s plat¬ 
form appeared to be gaining support 
among voters disenchanted with eight 
years of center-left rule. In March, the 
party won more than one-third of the 
votes in the Netherlands’ second- 
largest city of Rotterdam.

Poor patients suffer 
under AIDS funding cuts

M edical providers who treat and care 
for the city’s most underserved peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS say they fear 
the city’s budget problems could mean a 
death sentence for their patients. 

Due to cuts in federal Ryan White CARE 
Act funding, numerous HIV primary care 
facilities have had to reduce hours, reduce 
the number of patients they can see, and 
eliminate certain services. 

And they fear these measures are only the 
beginning of more potential reductions to 
their programs as both the city develops its 
2002-2003 budget and the HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council begins prioritizing 
programs for the 2003-2004 fiscal year. 

“San Francisco has always touted itself as 
the ‘model’ for the rest of the country. We 
fear the ‘model’ is currently unsound and 
that the advances in HIV care and patient 
longevity achieved over the last few years are 
at risk for unfunded patients in San Francis¬ 
co,” wrote Dr. John Stansell, medical direc¬ 
tor of the University of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Positive Health Program, on behalf of 
the HIV Primary Care Coalition. 

The HIV Primary Care Coalition, an as¬ 
sociation of organizations providing prima¬ 
ry medical care and “wrap around” services 
to Ryan White CARE funded patients, sent 
the letter to the HIV planning council in 
order to convey the devastating impact a 6 
percent “across the board” cut has had on 
their ability to treat uninsured HIV-infected 
patients. 

In February the council implemented the 
cuts in order to absorb a $2.2 million reduc¬ 
tion in Ryan White CARE funding from the 
federal government. The city will receive 
roughly $33.5 million in Ryan White CARE 


Act Title I funds for fiscal year 2002-03, a re¬ 
duction of 6.2 percent from the previous 
year. 

“Further ‘across the board’ cuts in the 
2003-2004 budget year will severely com¬ 
promise, if not completely undermine, the 
centerpiece of Ryan White/CARE legislation 
- primary medical care,” warned Stansell in 
the letter, signed by nearly 20 members of 
the coalition. 

“Fat was trimmed long ago; muscle and 
bone are eroding today,” added Stansell. 

According to the coalition’s letter, the re¬ 
duction in funds have thus far resulted in the 
following cutbacks in patient care: 

• The Haight Ashbury Free Medical Clin¬ 
ic will reduce its HIV caseload by 10 percent. 

• The Forensic AIDS Project will reduce 
nursing and case management, limiting its 
ability to manage patients during incarcer¬ 
ation. The project has also made cuts to its 
homebase/jail transition program, meaning 
less nursing time and compromise manage¬ 
ment during the transition from imprison¬ 
ment to community life. 

• The Women’s Integrated Delivery Ser¬ 
vice, Tenderloin Care, and the Asian Pacific 
Islander Wellness Center’s integrated ser¬ 
vices programs are decreasing patient care 
hours and the WIDS program will limit ac¬ 
cess to gynecological services. 

• The Bay Area Perinatal AIDS Center, the 
only program of its type in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia, will reduce social work resources. 

• The Positive Health Program, Ward 86 
at San Francisco General Hospital, will elim¬ 
inate weekend and holiday drop-in services, 
sending 700 patients per month to the hos¬ 
pital’s emergency department for care. Also, 
the UCSF Women’s Specialty Clinic and 
Ward 86 will reduce social work services.

Brian Misquez, 
pimpassblingblingb, 
agreed to meet Roggi 
De Chavez, de- 
lasallesboy97, on July 
6,2001, the day after 
this chat. The meet¬ 
ing place was De 
Chavez’s apartment 
in the quiet East Bay 
city of El Cerrito. De 
Chavez, a food ser¬ 
vice employee at the 
International House 
at the University of 
California, Berkeley, 
lived with his sister. 
He promised Misquez they would be alone. 

De Chavez’s sister returned from work 
early on the evening of July 6 to find her 
brother’s dead body sprawled on the living 
room floor. A blood trail led to his body from 
the kitchen. She called 911 telling a dispatch¬ 
er that it looked like her brother had been 
stabbed. 

When the first officers arrived, they quick¬ 
ly called for backup, declaring the gruesome 
scene a 187, police code for homicide. De 
Chavez had been stabbed more than two 
dozen times. He had been savagely attacked 
with two different knives, both from De 
Chavez’s kitchen. One of the knives was 
plunged into De Chavez’s head with such 
force that the blade broke off in his skull. He 
was wrapped in a blue blanket wearing un¬ 
derwear, one sock, and an orange T-shirt. 

It took De Chavez four to five minutes to 
die after the initial stab wound was inflicted, 
according to Contra Costa County Deputy 
District Attorney Bruce Flynn. Four to five of 
the stabs were inflicted after De Chavez was 
already dead, Flynn said. 

Police canvassed the area and eventually 
found one of the knives allegedly used in the 
attack in bushes near the El Cerrito Plaza 
BART station. Later, investigators found De 
Chavez’s Honda Civic in the parking lot of a 
nearby Target store. The killer apparently 
used it as his getaway car. The keys were still

SF vies for world’s 
first gay museum

W ith the merger of San 
Francisco’s Gay, Lesbian, 
Bisexual, Transgender 
Historical Society of Northern 
California with the International 
Museum of Gay and Lesbian His¬ 
tory, the city is now a front-run¬ 
ner in the race to build the world’s 
first gay museum. 

And with the awarding of 
$100,000 in planning grants from 
two San Francisco sources to the 
new organization, the city is on its 
way to adding a premium attrac¬ 
tion to truly make it a gay mecca. 

“Efforts are under way in a 
couple of countries in Europe to 
launch GLBT museums, but noth¬ 
ing on the scale we are aiming for 
currently exists in the United 
States or elsewhere,” said histori¬ 
cal society board member Gerard 
Koskovich. “If we do this right, 
we’ll have a tourist destination 
that can advance social under¬ 
standing while educating the pub¬ 
lic on an unprecedented scale 
about GLBT history, culture, and 
contemporary issues.” 

After a year of negotiating the 
merger, the two organizations of¬ 
ficially announced their plans May 
2 during the dedication of the 
Reverend Yvette Flunder Histori¬ 
cal Gallery at the new LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center on Market Street. 
The historical society will use the 
room as a permanent exhibition 
space to display its holdings. 

“We hope to whet the public’s 
appetite for gay history by giving 
them a taste of the past with our 
exhibits at the community center 
- as well as a taste of what the fu¬ 
ture holds in store once our mu¬ 
seum is built,” said Paul Gabriel, 
the historical society’s exhibition 
director. 

The legal documents for the 
merger were officially signed 
March 29, and the merger will 


take effect once the paperwork is 
approved by California Attorney 
General Bill Lockyer. 

“Over the past several years as 
our organization grew, we found 
ourselves doing more exhibit 
work,” said historical society Exec¬ 
utive Director Susan Stryker, who 
will remain as director of the 
merged organization. “We began 
to think instead of being an 
archives and reading room that 
does exhibits, we should be a mu¬ 
seum that has an archives center 
within it.” 

The international museum’s 
board has yet to officially desig¬ 
nate a site for the project and is in 
the midst of an eight-year capital 
campaign to raise $30 million to 
construct the building. As it em¬ 
barked on that task, Stryker said 
she wanted San Francisco to be on 
the top of the list for the muse¬ 
um’s home. 

“I felt we had to bring their 
group to San Francisco. It needs to 
be here,” she said. 

For the international muse¬ 
um’s board, currently based in Los 
Angeles, it only seemed fitting to 
return to where their project 
began. 

“We started the project in 1996 
here in San Francisco. It seems 
only appropriate to find myself 
back here tonight,” Thomas Ryan, 
director of the museum, said dur¬ 
ing the reception last Thursday. 

Ryan intends to step down and 
join the board of the new organi¬ 
zation. He said the new board can 
now focus more on planning in¬ 
stead of simply fundraising. 

“This merger adds substance 
to our dreams. We were an all-vol¬ 
unteer group and our primary 
focus since our founding in 1996 
has been fundraising - we’ve se¬ 
cured more than a million dollars 
in pledges and bequests over the 
last two years,” said Ryan. “Now 
we’re ready to get serious about 
historical content, professional 


staffing and plans for a building.” 

To assist the museum project 
in its planning, the mayor’s office 
awarded the historical society a 
$75,000 grant to conduct a mar¬ 
ket analysis and financial feasibil¬ 
ity study for the proposed muse¬ 
um. The San Francisco Founda¬ 
tion also has awarded the histori¬ 
cal society $25,000 in facilities 
planning funds. 

In addition, the San Francisco 
Redevelopment Agency’s plans for 
creating a new arts and culture 
zone in the mid-Market District 
includes support for a gay muse¬ 
um. 

“It certainly makes San Fran¬ 
cisco a front-runner in our search 
for a permanent home,” said 
Stryker. 

More help is on the way. This 
fall the museum will be the main 
beneficiary of the Folsom Street 
Fair, September 29, and should re¬ 
ceive $10,000 to $30,000 depend¬ 
ing on turnout at the event and 
the number of volunteers the or¬ 
ganization can supply. 

The historical society also re¬ 
cently received two grants to help 
in its preservation work. One is a 
$6,730 conservation assessment 
grant from the Institute for Muse¬ 
um and Library Services the soci¬ 
ety will use to survey the physical 
condition of its facilities and hold¬ 
ings. 

The second is a $8,290 federal 
grant from the National Film 
Preservation Foundation to help 
preserve copies of rare gay home 
movies from the 1940s and 1950s. 

“Our history needs to be pre¬ 
served and needs to be told,” said 
Ryan. “For a lot of young people, 
their history goes back five years. 
It would be a shame for them to 
have to reinvent the wheel every 
time.”

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Supreme Court to review 
cases of gay prisoners

he California Supreme 
I Court will decide the fates of 
two gay prisoners at the cen¬ 
ter of a battle with Governor Gray 
Davis for parole. 

Last Wednesday, May 1, at a 
private meeting in San Francisco, 
the state high court justices chose 
to take up the cases of Robert 
Rosenkrantz, 34, and Mark Smith, 
46, who are serving life sentences 
for unrelated 1985 homicides in 
Southern California. Both were 
convicted of second-degree mur¬ 


der. 

“It all comes down to the 
Supreme Court,” said Rosenkrantz 
in an exclusive telephone inter¬ 
view with the Bay Area Reporter 
on Sunday, May 5. “If they rule 
against me, that’s it.” 

Rosenkrantz expects the Cali¬ 
fornia Supreme Court will decide 
sometime this summer whether to 
allow Smith’s and his court-or¬ 
dered paroles to stand. If the high 
court affirms the rulings of the 
lower courts, the pair could be 
freed immediately. The court set 
no timetable for its ruling. All 
sides are working now to prepare 


written briefs. 

The attorney representing both 
Smith and Rosenkrantz, Rowan 
Klein, told the B.A.R. that he will 
file a motion for the court to ex¬ 
pedite its decision. Klein said that 
he didn’t know whether the jus¬ 
tices would take up the Smith and 
Rosenkrantz cases together or 
separately. 

Two different Superior Court 
judges and two Court of Appeal 
panels have ordered Rosenkrantz’s 
release, ruling that the governor 
unfairly and illegally blocked his 
parole. Davis, using the resources 
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AIDS activists' charges dismissed; DA refiles

he week before their trial was 
scheduled to begin, a judge 
dismissed charges against 
controversial AIDS activists David 
Pasquarelli and Michael Petrelis 
due to procedural irregularities. 

On May 2, Judge Kent 
Grunewald dismissed 27 misde¬ 
meanor and felony charges 
against the two men. Pasquarelli 
and Petrelis were charged with 
conspiracy, stalking, and making 
criminal threats after they placed 
repeated - and, many contend, 
abusive and obscene - phone calls 
to members of the Department of 


Public Health and the media (in¬ 
cluding the Bay Area Reporter ) de¬ 
nouncing their policies and re¬ 
porting around AIDS. 

Pasquarelli still faces five simi¬ 
lar charges in a separate case in¬ 
volving calls he allegedly made to 
employees of the University of 
California at San Francisco. He 
has pleaded not guilty to those 
charges. 

The charges were dropped due 
to court overcrowding. The reas¬ 
signment of Judge Perker Meeks - 
in conjunction with the winter 
holidays - led to repeated sched¬ 
uling delays during the men’s pre¬ 
liminary hearing late last year and 
earlier this year, which resulted in 


Pasquarelli and Petrelis spending 
72 days in jail. The men were re¬ 
leased on February 8 after Meeks 
reduced their combined bail from 
$1,100,000 to $220,000. 

Those on the receiving end of 
Pasquarelli’s and Petrelis’s phone 
calls have been reluctant to com¬ 
ment on the latest development. 
Eileen Shields and Dr. Willi Mc¬ 
Farland, both of the DPH, declined 
the B.A.R .’s request for comment. 
Said Sabin Russell, a health and sci¬ 
ence reporter for the San Francisco 
Chronicle, “It’s the judicial process 
... what more can I say?”

Castro: A series of burglaries has 
occurred in the Castro neighbor¬ 
hood recently, and police be¬ 
lieve the same suspect is 
responsible. 

On May 2, two jan¬ 
itors working late in 
the Sausage Factory 
heard a banging 
noise coming from 
the front of the 
restaurant. When 
they went to inves¬ 
tigate, they saw a 
man hitting the 
restaurant’s jukebox with a ham¬ 
mer. The suspect looked sur¬ 
prised when he saw the janitors 
and quickly ran out of the restau¬ 
rant. One of the janitors chased 
the suspect up Castro toward 
Market where he lost sight of 
him, while the other janitor called 
911. Police searched the area but 
could not find the suspect - de¬ 
scribed as a white male, 5 feet 11 
inches tall, 150 pounds, 30-35 
years old, with brown hair, and 
wearing a black jacket and black 
slacks. The front door of the 
restaurant, which had been 
locked, had been pried open with 
a crow bar. 

The next day, the owner of the 
Pilsner Inn showed up for work in 
the morning to find the security 
gate pried open next to the front 
door. A check inside revealed that 
the cellar and liquor room doors 
were forced open as well. Several 
hundred dollars worth of liquor 
was missing along with a purple 
baseball bag full of tools. The 
owner told police the robbery 
must have happened between the 


hours of 3-6 a.m. It was deter¬ 
mined that the suspect carried 
away five cases of liquor through 
the security gate facing Church 
Street. There are no known wit¬ 
nesses. 

On May 4, at 10:20 a.m., police 
responded to a burglar alarm at 
Klotz Watches and Clocks. When 
they arrived, they saw that the 
door had been pried open 
and a glass display case 
inside the store had 
been shattered. Offi¬ 
cers searched the 
premises but found 
no one inside. The 
owner of the store 
arrived and deter¬ 
mined that nine 
watches - includ¬ 
ing two Rolex 
watches - were missing. The total 
loss was estimated at more than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

A short time later, officers re¬ 
sponded to another alarm two 
doors up at Cafe Du Nord. Police 
were met by the manager who led 
them through the front door. Of¬ 
ficers discovered that the rear door 
had been pried open, and a crow¬ 
bar was found behind the bar. 
Three bottles of alcohol were 
missing. 

On May 6 at 6:30 a.m., the 
owner of the Pilsner Inn called 
911 and reported another break- 
in. This time the suspect gained 
entry by walking through a neigh¬ 
bor’s backyard and breaking the 
bar’s glass patio door. The office 
door frame had been splintered 
but not opened. The owner told 
police he left work at 5:30 a.m. 
and returned an hour later, possi¬ 
bly interrupting the burglary, as 
nothing had been taken.

Federal judge declines 
medical pot appeal

A federal judge has denied a 
request to lift a 1998 injunc¬ 
tion that prohibits medical 
marijuana clubs from dispensing 
the herb. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Charles Breyer heard arguments 
from the federal government and 
from attorneys representing the 
Oakland Cannabis Buyers’ Coop¬ 
erative and the Marin Alliance for 
Medical Marijuana on April 19, 
and issued a summary judgment 
last Friday, May 3. 

Last week’s ruling is the latest in 
a legal saga that has spanned four 
years. In September 1999, the 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals di¬ 
rected Breyer to reconsider his pre¬ 
liminary injunction, paving the 
way for a Supreme Court hearing. 

In May 2001, the Supreme 
Court unanimously ruled against 
the clubs, saying that cannabis has 
no recognized medical uses and 
that medical necessity may not be 
used by a providers’ organization 
as a defense against prosecution 
under federal controlled sub¬ 
stances laws. 

However, the Supreme Court 
ruled narrowly, and many medical 
cannabis advocates believe it left 
several avenues open for further 


constitutional challenge, includ¬ 
ing questions about intrastate 
commerce, the federal govern¬ 
ment’s ability to interfere with 
state laws and health policies, and 
people’s substantive due process 
right to relief from pain. 

“President Bush promised in 
his presidential campaign to give 
back power to the states, and the 
states of California, Washington, 
Oregon, Alaska, Hawaii, Arizona, 
Maine, Nevada, and Colorado 
have spoken,” said OCBC lead at¬ 
torney Robert Raich. “We think 
it’s inappropriate for President 
Bush to overrule the will of the 
people on this issue.” 

When asked about his views on 
medical cannabis during the cam¬ 
paign, Bush was quoted in the 
Dallas Morning News as saying, “I 
believe each state can choose that 
decision as they so choose.” 

In addition to keeping in place 
the injunction, Judge Breyer de¬ 
clined - reportedly at the urging 
of the federal government - to re¬ 
open the case, saying that the 
OCBC has no constitutional right 
to distribute medicinal cannabis. 

“With or without medical au¬ 
thorization, the distribution of 
marijuana is illegal under federal 
law,” he stated. Breyer rejected both 
the interstate commerce and sub¬ 
stantive due process arguments. 


The clubs have until May 24 to 
let the court know if they will vol¬ 
untarily desist from selling 
cannabis. After he hears the feder¬ 
al government’s response in June, 
Breyer is expected to issue a per¬ 
manent injunction. 

Raich said the OCBC would 
appeal again - using the new legal 
grounds - to the Ninth Circuit 
Court, which has given the clubs 
their most favorable outcome to 
date. The case may eventually 
again reach the Supreme Court. 

Medical marijuana advocates 
fear that Breyer’s decision may 
pave the way for further action by 
the Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration against local cannabis 
dubs. With a permanent injunc¬ 
tion, “at a minimum, they would 
have to close the remaining clubs 
covered by that injunction,” said 
Dale Gieringer of the California 
chapter of the National Organiza¬ 
tion for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws. “Beyond that, they will 
apply it as many other places as 
they can. Every time they get a fa¬ 
vorable decision, they move.” 

Most clubs operating in Bay 
Area today are not directly in¬ 
volved in the ongoing lawsuit, 
which originally included six 
Northern California clubs, some 
of which are no longer in busi¬ 
ness. T

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No gloating here 


C ontrary to the paranoid delusions of 
the AIDS dissidents who swamped our 
in-box with letters criticizing us for re¬ 
porting last week that ACT UP/San Francisco 
cheerleader and AIDS denialist David 
Pasquarelli is in the hospital battling an AIDS- 
related condition (cryptococcal meningitis), 
we’re neither gleeful nor gloating about the 
news. Rather, as the article clearly stated, we 
were just reporting on information sent to us 
- and likely numerous other media outlets - 
by ACT UP/San Francisco itself. And we 
found it newsworthy that Pasquarelli - as 
someone who for years has threatened and 
harassed people over the phone and in per¬ 
son just because they disagree with his out¬ 
landish claims that HIV does not cause AIDS 
and his mantra, “AIDS is over” - is being 
treated now for a condition of the very dis¬ 
ease which he claims doesn’t exist. 

The very media savvy members of ACT 
UP/SF knew exactly what they were doing 
when they sent out e-mails concerning 
Pasquarelli’s health. You don’t send a news 
item to a newspaper and expect it not to be 
covered. Now, the dissidents are crying foul 
and calling us insensitive. That’s intellectu¬ 
al dishonesty - and they know it. 

AIDS is not a laughing matter and we 
know all too well how many people have 
been hospitalized or are in the hospital now 
or who have died from the disease. This year 
marks the 21st year of the first reports of a 
disease that seemed to target gay men. We 
report on something related to HIV/AIDS 
virtually every week. Don’t tell us we don’t 
know about AIDS. We do. 

Some of the letter writers took us to task 
for the story and suggested that Pasquarelli 
“does not deserve this kind of treatment.” 
To that, we say that the numerous people 
who have been targets of his alleged threat¬ 
ening and harassing phone calls at their 
homes at all hours of the night and at their 
work didn’t deserve to be subjected to that 
kind of treatment. Pasquarelli was arrested 
last November and charged with numerous 
felonies and misdemeanors stemming from 
his latest alleged harassing and threatening 
phone calls to health workers and members 
of the media, including the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. Now, of course, as we report this 
week, the entire process must start over be¬ 
cause of a legal technicality. Another pre¬ 
liminary hearing is set for May 15. 

According to testimony at the first pre¬ 
liminary hearing late last year, Pasquarelli 
made a phone call to Dr. Jeffrey Klausner of 
the Department of Public Health and 
threatened that “we can do this the easy way 
or can do it the hard way when members of 


ACT UP/SF come down to visit.” Or how 
about Pasquarelli implying that Klausner 
was a “Nazi doctor.” Or the recording of this 
call to Klausner, played at the hearing: “Your 
days of harassing gay men from the pulpit 
of the Health Department are coming to an 
end - this is your warning.” Those 
calls were acceptable? Those calls 
were deserved by the people who 
received them? No, they were not. , 

Pasquarelli and his supporters 
- interestingly not many are from 
San Francisco - also claim that his 
72 days in the county jail caused his cur¬ 
rent health problems. But we must point 
out that if Pasquarelli hadn’t 
made the threatening and ha¬ 
rassing phone calls in the first 
place, he wouldn’t have been 
arrested and subsequently wouldn’t have 
spent time in jail. Yes, the bail was high; but 
three judges upheld the original bail 
amount because of the number of people 
allegedly threatened and harassed by 
Pasquarelli. When Judge Perker Meeks later 
reduced the bail, Pasquarelli posted it and 
was released, pending trial. 

Pasquarelli’s inability to obey the law led 
to his present legal situation. And Pasquarel¬ 
li’s current legal problems are nothing new 
to the numerous legitimate AIDS activists, 
health workers, and AIDS nonprofit staff 
who have been the targets of his vitriol over 


the years. A trail of restraining orders is a 
testament to his abusive behavior. 

ACT UP/San Francisco has had a dubi¬ 
ous record since it was overtaken by the 
AIDS denialists several years ago. Today the 
club makes money - and lots of it - selling 
medical marijuana to patients suffering 
from AIDS, while at the same time 
continuing the rants that “HIV does 
not cause AIDS” and “AIDS is over.” 
Are we the only ones who see a dis¬ 
connect there? Members have never 
been able to answer our question: 
Why do you sell medical cannabis to 
people living with a disease you 
claim doesn’t exist? 

We’d also like to remind 
readers about a forgotten aspect 
of ACT UP/San Francisco’s so- 
called science. That would be its previous ad¬ 
vocacy of people using DNCB, a photo pro¬ 
cessing chemical. It was more than a decade 
ago when this quack theory was floated and 
ACT UP/SF embraced it. Up until the early 
1990s, members believed that if you painted 
the photo processing chemical on your arm, 
it would stimulate an immune response that 
would beat HIV. Where’s that theory today? 
Nowhere. 

If the science is someday proven wrong 
about AIDS, we’ll report it. That’s more 
than can be said for the AIDS denialists and 
their hyperbole. T

An open letter to the pope

I am writing this letter to urge the lead¬ 
ership of the Catholic Church to end the 
scapegoating of gay men as a response 
to the sexual abuse of minors by the clergy. 
I also call upon San Francisco Archbishop 
William Levada and the leaders of other 
faiths to join me in condemning statements 
of some leaders in the Catholic hierarchy 
who have attempted to blame their own fail¬ 
ures on an entire class of people, thousands 
of whom have served the church with self¬ 
less commitment and the highest standards 
of moral conduct. 

Pope John Paul II recently delivered an 
edict that priests who abuse minors can be 
forgiven, but later delivered another edict de¬ 
claring that individuals who live in “a habit¬ 
ual state of serious sin,” i.e. homosexuals, can 
never be forgiven. Bishop Wilton Gregory, 
president of the U.S. Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, emerged from the recent meetings 
at the Vatican and stated, “This is an ongoing 
struggle - it is most importantly a struggle to 
make sure that the Catholic priesthood is not 
dominated by homosexual men.” 

It should be noted that while the gay 
community has been scapegoated by the 
church as the responsible party for these 
crimes, the church has been overlooking 
widespread sexual abuse of its female mem¬ 
bers. Reports cited by the Human Rights 


Campaign have shown that women in reli¬ 
gious orders of Africa, Brazil, India, Ireland, 
Italy, New Guinea, the Philippines, and the 
United States have been raped by priests, 
underscoring the fact that sexual exploita¬ 
tion within the church is not a gay problem. 

Efforts to purge gay priests or screen out 
gay seminary candidates demonstrate the 
Catholic Church’s equating homosexuali¬ 
ty with pedophilia. For decades, gay 
and lesbian people have been fight¬ 
ing the ugly and untrue charge that 
gay people are sexual predators of 
children. The fact that there is no 
link between sexual orientation 
and child abuse is well document¬ 
ed, and the American Psychologi¬ 
cal Association, the 
American Academy of 
Child Psychiatrists, and 
the National Association 
of Social Workers all agree that there is no 
predisposition for child abuse among gay 
people. There is even evidence in a 1994 
study by Carole Jenny, Thomas A. Rustler, 
and Kimberly L. Power of the University of 
Colorado Health Sciences Center in Denver 
that a child is 100 times more likely to be 
molested by a relative’s heterosexual partner 
than by someone who is gay. 

By continually disparaging gay men as a 
class, the church can subsequently have 
greater ease in its practice of discrimination. 
If gay men are criminal by definition, why 


should they be protected by law? The Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination Act pending 
in Congress, which would protect employees 
from discrimination based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion in hiring, firing, and promotion, could 
more easily be defeated. The ability of gay 
men to form families through adoption could 
be curtailed for obvious reasons, including 
the safety of young children. Should we then 
turn the clock back to 1978 when Senator 
John Briggs proposed Proposition 6, which 
would have prohibited all gay men from the 
teaching profession based on iden¬ 
tical logic put forth today by the 
pope, his cardinals, and bishops? 

| Fair-minded and clear-think¬ 
ing people must join together in a 
loud unanimous voice 
against this dangerous logic 
and grave social injustice. 
Together we must reject this 
scapegoating, reject this anachronistic stereo¬ 
typing, and reiterate that we will not allow the 
gay male community to be held responsible for 
the failings of the church hierarchy in the pro¬ 
tection of criminals instead of children. 

I think that Mary Louise Cervone, pres¬ 
ident of Dignity USA, summed it up best 
when she said, “This is about violence 
against children and abuse of power. It has 
nothing to do with sexual orientation.” We 
must make sure we communicate that mes¬ 
sage loudly and clearly today so we don’t 
suffer the consequences tomorrow. T 
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A cautionary tale 

I want to thank Dirk Shafer and Russell Hinton, 
the makers of Circuit , for their cautionary tale. The 
film tells the story of how a newcomer to Los Angeles 
gets caught up in the web of sex, drugs, and seeming¬ 
ly endless “circuit” parties, which have become huge 
international gay events. The sobering denouement 
seems to say, “Look guys, we’re killing ourselves run¬ 
ning fast on this road to nowhere ... pumping our¬ 
selves up while we tear ourselves down.” 

1 wanted to see this movie as someone outside of 
the “circuit” who has been concerned with the direc¬ 
tion of the LGBT movement since the heady days of 
gay liberation in the 1970s. I was a member of Bay 
Area Gay Liberation from its founding in 1975, until 
its demise in 1979. BAGL was a seminal political or¬ 
ganization for San Francisco gay men. We had a vi¬ 
sion, a mission. Formed in response to police attacks 
on gay men on Castro Street over Labor Day weekend 
1974, we confronted the Police Department. As a re¬ 
sult, they formed the lesbian/gay liaison office and 
stopped entrapment practices, although police vio¬ 
lence still persists. 


‘Sadistic’ story 

I read your May 2 article “AIDS denialist in hospi¬ 
tal w/AIDS condition” with some concern. Your arti¬ 
cle attempts, in no uncertain terms, to insinuate that 
David Pasquarelli is dying from the very disease that 
he has challenged for so long. Pasquarelli is an AIDS 
radical who has fought to open up the discourse 
around HIV and AIDS, and who is now suffering 
physically (it’s prison that has made him ill) for dar¬ 
ing to champion free speech in post 911 USA. He does 
not deserve this kind of treatment; no one does. In 
Canada we have AIDS dissidents too, and we also have 
controversy. But we would never stoop as low as this: 
to wag our fingers and say “I told you so!” when some¬ 
one is sick. I don’t think I have ever seen such an ill- 
conceived, mean-spirited sadistic article in my life.

‘Insensitive’ 


BAGL activists maneuvered a lesbian/gay friendly 
curriculum through the San Francisco school board. 
We ended double and triple carding of African Amer¬ 
icans at gay bars and the late lamented baths. We 
protested Anita Bryant and the Supreme Court’s up¬ 
holding of the Georgia sodomy law. We marched with 
the farm workers, the San Quentin Six, the tenants of 
the International Hotel, and the people of 
Vietnam. We helped set the night on fire at 
City Hall on May 21, 1979, when a jury 
acquitted Dan White of first-degree mur¬ 
der. Many of us believed that nobody can 
be truly liberated until all of us are free. 

Some of us still believe it. 

Then, BAGL split into two groups, 
and eventually fell apart. One group fa¬ 
vored a broader, more radical “libera¬ 
tion” approach, and the other a more narrowly fo¬ 
cused “gay rights” approach. 

The Democratic Party opened up to gays and les¬ 
bians, which consolidated the shift for the whole 
movement to the more pragmatic and assimilationist 
“gay rights” agenda. ACT UP brought back the spirit 
of liberation, then died of virtually the same political 
split that broke up BAGL. Queer Nation gave it a shot. 
LAGAI, Out of Control, the Dyke March, a lot of 
queer youth, and some of us old-timers still keep the 
faith, but the mainstream LGBT movement has 
passed us by. 

Gay “Freedom” Day has become Gay “Pride” Day, 
as political speeches are marginalized so the celebra¬ 
tion can be sold to the highest corporate bidder. On 
the one day of the year when a million queer people 
and our allies could be united around something as 
basic as healthcare for all, it has become one more cir¬ 
cuit party stop. 

Don’t get me wrong. It’s important the movement 
has become so visible, that so many celebrities have 
come out, that it’s no longer a stigma, or life threat¬ 
ening, to be queer in many parts of the world. Pride 
Day must be as exciting for a person coming out now 
as the old Freedom Day celebrations were for me 25 
years ago. The many community centers and organi¬ 
zations to defend gay rights are hard won and much 
needed gains. 

Yet I long for a rebirth of a broad radical vision for 
our movement that connects to other movements for 
freedom, justice, and environmental sustainability, 
and challenges discrimination among our own. John 
Ashcroft, global warming, the wars on drugs and ter¬ 
rorism, increasing homelessness ,and lack of access to 
healthcare and social services may not be “gay” issues, 
but they affect lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen- 
dered people. Racism runs as deeply in our commu¬ 
nity as in the society at large. 

“Those issues are extraneous. They will divide our 
movement,” you might say. “The only thing that 
unites us is being gay.” 

“How about being human? How about a long 
range vision for the future of the planet?” I ask, but 
I’m drowned out. 

The music has started, and the dance begins.

Immune dysfunction and anal intercourse 

I am a former federally-funded AIDS researcher 
and an AIDS dissenter. I differ, though, from the AIDS 
dissidents who receive most of the attention. In fact, 

I have my criticisms of Peter Duesberg. According to 
Stephen Epstein, author of Impure Science, in 1988 
Duesberg was willing to discuss the possible role of 
anal sex in AIDS. Duesberg told the Oakland Tribune: 
“I think we are dealing with an environmental lifestyle 
disease that has hit drug users, hemophiliacs, and 
some gay communities the hardest. The trauma of 
anal intercourse could also be a factor. They could 
have used too many drugs, been too promiscuous, or 
had their immune systems weakened by venereal dis¬ 
eases, foreign antigens and antibiotics.” 

Epstein reports that such statements by Duesberg 
earned him severe criticism in the gay press. “Dues¬ 
berg lost any chance of sustaining large-scale support 
in gay communities,” Epstein wrote. He continued: “By 
February 1988, negative articles about Duesberg began 
to appear, including the [ Village] Voice article, written 
by medical reporter Ann Fettner, called ‘Dealing with 
Duesberg: Bad Science Makes Strange Bedfellows.’ 
Duesberg’s view on causation, Fettner wrote, consti¬ 
tuted‘a stunning regression to 1982, when everything 
under the sun, and gay practices in particular, were 
being blamed for the outbreak of the disease.’” 

Duesberg has since dropped all consideration of 
anal intercourse as a factor and adopted the view that 
recreational and pharmaceutical drugs are the true 
causes of AIDS. Epstein’s information raises many 
questions. Is Duesberg a scientist or a politician? Why 
should a scientist care about sustaining “large-scale 
support in gay communities”? Did Duesberg change 
his line and commit self-censorship on the anal inter¬ 
course issue in order to placate the gay community? 

Outside of the HIV=AIDS tradition, there is a con¬ 
siderable body of scientific opinion that the direct 
entry of semen into the bloodstream is a risk factor 
for immune dysfunction. References are available at 
my own AIDS dissent Web site http://members.

The usual slant 

The article appearing in B.A.R., written by Cynthia 
Laird for May 2, “AIDS denialist in hospital w/AIDS 
condition,” represented the usual slanted characteriza¬ 
tion of the “facts” often regurgitated by an uncritical gay 
media regarding the dissident scientific and alternative 
health (which has long questioned the virus/germ the¬ 
ory) approaches to what is called HIV/AIDS. 

How ironic that the gay media and communal in¬

Did you know that Galileo and Dr. Evelyn 
Hooker were dissidents, dissenting from the domi¬ 
nant, conventional scientific establishment? 

Did you know that scurvy was thought to be 
caused by a microbe for 200 years, with the implica¬ 
tion a “bug” was homosexually transmitted by Sea¬ 
men through “buggary?” Did you investigate the fact 
that a number of mismanaged epidemics have later 
been determined to be misdiagnosed endemics? Forty 
to 60 percent of Americans use some form of alterna¬ 
tive medicine, including gay and lesbian Americans, 
whose health care and philosophy you have essential¬ 
ly labeled as quacks? (Many often disconnect the al¬ 
ternative theories in how alternative medicine au¬ 
thentically diagnoses as well as treats illness from an 
alternative paradigm. They treat underlying causes to 
symptoms multi-factorially, not syndromes based on 
an extrapolated drug model.) 

And finally, why will you continue to accept the 
anacdotalist reports of the so-called Lazarus effect for 
the highly toxic and experimental chemo-cocktails 
without any, not one, completed phase III clinical trial 
showing a statistically significant reduction in mor¬ 
bidity or mortality - while mischaracterizing the 
deaths of a vast majority of those misdiagnosed with 
“AIDS” from the “wonder drugs?”

GLAAD’s mission 

The Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation 
has a solid history of ensuring fair and accurate inclu¬ 
sion of LGBT people in mainstream media. As the 
newest member of GLAAD’s regional media team, this 
is one of the things that drew me to this work. In her 
recent column [“Changing the channel on GLAAD,” 
Lesbian Notions, April 25], Paula Martinac discussed 
some recurring misconceptions about our organiza¬ 
tion. As our community receives more coverage, it is 
important to understand what GLAAD does. 

GLAAD’s mission is to engage those who produce 
defamatory images and try to facilitate fair and accu¬ 
rate ones because we firmly believe that representa¬ 
tion can affect LGBT people’s reality. The nature of 
this work means we often must make concrete deci¬ 
sions about complicated situations. However difficult 
this may be, GLAAD is committed to taking a clear 
stand when lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
people are the target of homophobic diatribes or are 
omitted from news coverage. For example, coverage 
of our community was largely absent post-9/11, aside 
from Jerry Falwell blaming us for the attacks, and 
GLAAD worked hard to ensure our stories were told. 

Make no mistake, from its inception our work has 
been about increasing voices and enriching dialogue, 
not stifling it. When GLAAD takes a position on an 
issue it does not preclude other LGBT people from 
doing so. Our values and work are rooted in a deep ap¬ 
preciation for the diversity within our community, and 
we would never presume to speak for everyone. In fact, 
at this very moment, we are trying to find volunteers 
for our monitor and mobilization program who will 
monitor the media in their area and work with us to 
respond. The key here is more voices, not fewer. 

Monitoring and holding the media accountable 
seems more urgent these past few months as the 
LGBT community is vilified by certain cardinals, 
columnists, and pundits who accuse us of being “dis¬ 
ordered” and more prone to committing child sexual 
abuse. In this case, GLAAD works with the media to 
improve coverage and refers reporters to other mem¬ 
bers of the community - such as Dignity, the largest 
national gay Catholics group - who are experts. 

Our community has seen enormous gains in media 
visibility, but at GLAAD we know there is a lot of 
progress still to be made. The best way to ensure that 
progress is to engage - engage in the discussion, engage 
in volunteering, engage with us to ensure an increase of 
images and voices in the media and in our movement.

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Oracle contract is a 
problem for Davis

he political storm swirling 
around Oracle, the software 
giant, and the deal the com¬ 
pany signed with the Davis ad¬ 
ministration might just be what 
the Bill Simon for governor cam¬ 
paign was looking for to put the 
Democratic incumbent at least 
temporarily on the political de¬ 
fensive. 

Heads were rolling in Sacra¬ 
mento last week amid charges that 
Governor Gray Davis accepted 
campaign contributions from Or¬ 
acle executives - a Davis staffer 
apparently accepted a $25,000 
campaign contribution from 
an Oracle representative 
a week after the state had 
signed the deal with Ora¬ 
cle, a deal that supposed¬ 
ly saddled the state with 
potentially millions of 
dollars in unneeded 
software. Politics as 
usual, some 
would say. Per¬ 
haps. Davis has 
long been 
known as a shameless campaign 
fundraiser, particularly when it 
comes to his own contests. Then 
again, it’s done all the time - noth¬ 
ing wrong with asking for contri¬ 
butions I assume - as long as they 
aren’t quid pro quo. Even Davis’s 
closest and most loyal supporters 
will admit that like too many 
other top politicos of both parties, 
a seat at the Davis policy table 
usually comes with a price tag, 
usually in the form of a contribu¬ 
tion to his campaign. 

The Oracle contract has been 
described by more than one 
Sacramento observer as being 
overpriced, ineptly negotiated, 
and could end up costing state 
taxpayers millions in waste over a 
decade. To his credit, Davis, upon 
learning of the Oracle scandal, 
quickly fired his chief technology 
officer, and it should also be said 
that despite all the surrounding 
controversy, and the determina¬ 
tion of the Simon campaign to 
make political hay out of the 
mini-scandal, it remains, appar¬ 
ently, one of incompetence and 
not illegal actions. 

Spokespersons for both Davis 
and Attorney General Bill Lock- 
yer (who has himself accepted 
political contributions from Ora¬ 
cle) say they will be aggressive in 
the investigation, and the resigna¬ 
tions and suspensions are an en¬ 
couraging sign that people are 
being personally held responsible. 
The Joint Legislative Audit Com¬ 
mittee, headed by Democrats, is 
continuing to do a vigorous inves¬ 
tigation into what went wrong, 
and, thankfully, Oracle said it is 
willing to rescind the costly con¬ 
tract and offer Davis and the state 
an opportunity to negotiate a new, 
and hopefully, more cost effective 
one. 

Will this scandal hurt Davis’s 
re-election chances in November? 
As the Chronicles Matier & ROSS 
column put it, “That Oracle deba¬ 
cle sure smells bad for Davis now, 
but his brain trust is betting that 
the voters will be short on memo¬ 
ry, and long on cynicism, when 
November rolls around.” I would 
agree. If Davis had Richard Rior- 
dan instead of the ultra-conserva¬ 
tive Simon as his November op¬ 
ponent, it might be a different 
story. Fortunately for Davis, the 


governor has the issues - abor¬ 
tion, gay rights, campaign finance, 
and Simon’s refusal to release his 
personal tax records - on his side; 
Simon, a far-right ideologue, has 
the backing of a very conservative 
GOP party machinery and a hesi¬ 
tant White House on his. 

This campaign is still Davis’s to 
lose, but a couple of more smelly 
debacles like Oracle could go a 
long way to helping Davis blow it 
in November. Meanwhile, three 
days after the governor sacked 
Barry Keene, the state’s director 
of General Services for his role in 
negotiating the Oracle contract 
last year, Davis appointed an old 
friend of mine, Clothilde “Cloey” 
Hewlett, a former assis¬ 
tant district attorney 
in San Francisco and a 
two-term police com¬ 
missioner, to take 
over the Department 
of General Services. 
Hewlett had been un¬ 
dersecretary of the 
state’s Con¬ 
sumer Services 
Agency, which 
oversees 12 
state departments, and is one of 
the brightest people I know. 

Politics and people 

Here’s one you will not want to 
miss: Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano will address 
the regular meeting of the Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Democratic Club 
this Monday, May 13, at 7 p.m. at 
the LGBT Community Center on 
Market Street. Ammiano, a sure 
candidate for mayor next year, ap¬ 
parently feels it’s time to mend 
some political fences within the 
community, but to be fair, the in¬ 
vitation was extended by Alice 
Co-chair Theresa Sparks. Am¬ 
miano told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he was “looking forward” to 
meeting Alice members and 
“mending some fences” with a 
club that successfully backed 
Mark Leno for Assembly in 
March over Harry Britt, the 
choice of both Ammiano and the 
Harvey Milk LGBT Demo Club. 
Could be an interesting meeting. 

Supervisor Mark Leno has 
made no secret of the fact that he 
will endorse BART director Tom 
Radulovich as his replacement on 
the Board of Supervisors in Dis¬ 
trict 8. Leno, a soon-to-be Assem¬ 
bly member and one of the really 
good guys in local politics, tells me 
that “there are a couple of good 
candidates in the race, but I’m 
backing Tom.” 

One of those other “good can¬ 
didates,” incidentally, has to be 
Bevan Dufty, who, like 
Radulovich, would be an excellent 
supervisor to replace Leno. 

Ward Connerly, the author of 
the anti-affirmation action Propo¬ 
sition 209, is at it again, this time 
with a proposed ballot measure 
that would bar the state from clas¬ 
sifying people by race or collect¬ 
ing data relating to race or ethnic¬ 
ity. Connerly says his goal is a “col¬ 
orblind” society, and he wants the 
state to stop putting people in “ar¬ 
tificial boxes.” Connerly has col¬ 
lected upwards of a million signa¬ 
tures, but it’s unclear whether the 
measure will appear on the No¬ 
vember ballot or go before voters 
next March. 

The former student body pres¬ 
ident at the University of Idaho in 
Lewiston has been charged with 


trying to burn a flag stolen from a 
gay campus club. Kasey Swisher, 
21, faces a maximum year in jail 
and a $1,000 fine on a charge of 
malicious injury to property. 
Court documents say Swisher told 
police he participated March 31 in 
the attempted burning of the gay- 
straight alliance flag, then jumped 
on the flame-resistant flag when it 
would not burn. Police said stu¬ 
dents charged in the incident con¬ 
sidered the club’s rainbow flag a 
desecration of the American flag. 
The flag resembles the U.S. flag, 
but has six colors to represent di¬ 
versity instead of 13 red and white 
stripes. 

They toast ’em in Bush coun¬ 
try: Texas looks likely to become 
the nation’s death penalty capital 
again this year. Seven prisoners are 
scheduled to be executed this 
month in the Lone Star State with 
14 more scheduled through July. 
Ten of the 23 U.S. executions so 
far this year were in Texas; in 2000, 
the year George W. Bush was 
(s)elected president, Texas had a 
record 40 executions, and Larry 
Fitzgerald, public information 
officer for the state Department of 
Criminal Justice, quipped this 
week that “this is going to be a 
pretty busy year as far as execu¬ 
tions in Texas go.” 

Incidentally, George W. Bush 
celebrated the Cinco de Mayo hol¬ 
iday this year by following his reg¬ 
ular Saturday radio broadcast 
with a Spanish translation of the 
message. At the same time, the Re¬ 
publican National Committee was 
scheduled to announce plans for a 
new effort to reach out to Latino 
voters. The 2000 census revealed 
that Latinos numbered 35.3 mil¬ 
lion the U.S. and made up 12.5 
percent of the population, a 60 
percent increase over a decade 
earlier; Bush received 35 percent 
of the Latino vote in the 2000 
presidential election. Democratic 
National Committee head Terry 
McAuliffe discounted the GOP 
“outreach” to Latino’s by saying, 
“The sad truth is that the Repub¬ 
licans’ idea of Latino outreach is 
sprinkling a few words in Spanish 
during a staged White House 
photo-op surrounded by a few 
Hispanic leaders and lots of food.” 

Most California political ob¬ 
servers say that Dubya’s recent 
California visit on behalf of GOP 
gubernatorial nominee Bill Simon 
did indeed raise badly needed 
campaign funds ($4.5 million) 
but that the trip actually shone the 
spotlight more brightly on Bush 
than on Simon. During the two- 
day foray in California, Bush ap¬ 
peared publicly several times with 
Simon, but on each day Bush pre¬ 
ceded the Simon appearances 
with a major event that was sure 
to capture media attention and 
draw focus away from the candi¬ 
date, heightening the feeling that 
the Bush-Rove White House has 
little optimism that Simon can 
win the race against Davis. 

And even the most optimistic 
California GOP leader will tell you 
that state Senator Dick Acker¬ 
man (R-Irvine) has next to no 
chance of unseating Attorney 
General Bill Lockyer; the incum¬ 
bent AG is sitting on a $4.9 mil¬ 
lion war chest while Ackerman re¬ 
portedly has somewhere around 
$100,000 in the bank.

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I wasn’t born gay

A BC’s Nightline promises 
that its upcoming series, “A 
Matter of Choice?” will ex¬ 
plore “the complexities of gay and 
lesbian experience” from seniors 
to teenagers. The series’ title alone 
has provoked defensiveness 
from the gay and lesbian 
community. For about a 
decade, after all, the gay party 
line has been to respond to 
questions about what “caus¬ 
es” homosexuality with 
“We’re born that way” 
and “It’s not a choice.” 

But by invoking biol¬ 
ogy to achieve 
equal rights 
for gay people, 
we’ve also 

oversimplified sexuality, particu¬ 
larly that of lesbians. 

When I came out 20 years ago, 
hardly anyone talked about being 
“born” gay, which seemed like a 
throwback to The Well of Loneli¬ 
ness and the sexual “inversion” 
theories of the early 20th century. 
One woman in my circle of les¬ 
bian acquaintances did claim 
she’d been gay from the age of 5, 
but the rest of us thought she was 
crazy. We did, however, review our 
adolescence for “signs” of our les¬ 
bianism: “I had a crush on my best 
friend, Jenny, in eighth grade” or 
“My mom had to force me to wear 
dresses.” 

Then, after Dr. Simon LeVay 
published his 1991 study on the 
possible biological origins of sex¬ 
ual orientation - the famous “gay

brain” - the rhetoric of “born that 
way” surfaced in the gay move¬ 
ment as the primary way to ex¬ 
plain why gays deserve equality 
under the law. It was, to many gay 
activists, a nifty argument: If there 
are genetic origins to homosexu¬ 
ality, the reasoning went, we 
shouldn’t be denied our civil 
rights; after all, we can’t help 
being gay, any more than 
blacks can choose their 
skin color. “Born that way” 
also comforted a lot of gay 
people, especially men, by 
providing an explanation 
for the feelings of differ¬ 
ence they’d experienced 
since childhood. 

Today, 

“born that 
way” is an in- 
tegral part of 
gay politics and culture. Gay 
writer Eric Marcus’s 1993 book, Is 
It a Choice?- which answers ques¬ 
tions that straight and gay people 
alike have about homosexuality, 
including the provocative title one 
- is often used by gay youth ser¬ 
vices, support groups for parents 
of gays, organizations promoting 
tolerance of difference, and even 
college professors. Marcus echoes 
the mantra of “born that way”: 
“Most people who live a gay or 
lesbian life do not have a true 
choice between a same-gender 
and opposite-gender partner,” he 
writes, although bisexuals have 
“the option of choosing.” 

Indeed, according to the most 
prominent gay spokespeople and 
organizations, the only “choice” 
we have is the choice to be true to 


our homosexuality or to live a lie. 
But the “no-choice” argument for 
gay rights has always been prob¬ 
lematic, and not just because it 
makes us seem like the tragic vic¬ 
tims of genetic bad luck. Some gay 
people, with good reason, have 
worried that all the talk about 
genetics will eventually back¬ 
fire on us, leading to scien¬ 
tific inquiry into a way to 
eliminate homosexuality. 

Most important, 
though, “born that 
way” is an inaccurate 
representation of the 
experiences of all gay 
people, particularly les¬ 
bians. 

It’s hard to find a lesbian 
without some sort of heterosexu¬ 
al past. I know plenty of self-iden¬ 
tified lesbians, myself included, 
who were once in love with men, 
and not unhappily so. In her sec¬ 
ond Primetime Thursday inter¬ 
view with Diane Sawyer, even 
newly out Rosie O’Donnell ad¬ 
mitted to a positive sexual rela¬ 
tionship - at age 29 - with a man. 
“Isn’t that a contradiction?” 
Sawyer wondered, her face crin¬ 
kling with confusion - suggesting 
that Sawyer, too, has incorporated 
“born that way” into her thinking. 

There are also stories of les¬ 
bians who have been out for 
decades and then find themselves 
in love with men - sex guru JoAnn 
Loulan, for example, or writer Jan 
Clausen. Many more stories in¬ 
volve lesbians who aren’t famous. 
Most recently, one of my best les¬ 
bian friends fell hard for a man, 
after she ended a six-year relation- 
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ship with a woman. What are we 
to make of her experience and 
that of many other lesbians if we 
insist that “we’re born that way”? 

Probably a number of gay peo¬ 
ple - men in particular - would 
dismiss my friend’s experience by 
saying she was never really a les¬ 
bian, but I’d have to disagree. It’s 
unfortunate that many people, gay 
and straight, tend to look for neat 


answers to puzzling questions and 
to separate each other into either- 
or categories. But sexuality is 
rarely neat and not always either- 
or. Alfred Kinsey’s research sug¬ 
gested this 50 years ago. And just 
recently, the movie Kissing Jessica 
Stein looked at the messiness of 
sexual attraction and pointed 
once again to a continuum 
through which many people move 
back and forth. 

I’m not saying that 
any of us made a con¬ 
scious decision to be 
gay. But I am saying 
that the gay 
community 
needs to bal¬ 
ance out its lan¬ 
guage of biological 
determinism with an acknowledg¬ 
ment and acceptance of the sub¬ 
tleties of sexuality, especially 
women’s, which are wiped out by 
the “born-that-way” canon. ▼

Gay author brings 
workshops to Bay Area

H| uthor, social thinker, and 
mm workshop leader Dave Nim- 
mm mons thinks that gay men 
have managed some amazing cul¬ 
tural innovations in America. 
They are, he said, the least violent, 
most generous, most caring male 
culture he can point to. He said 
gays are “a spiritual brotherhood,” 
akin only to the priesthood. 

But, he said, gay men have also 
developed patterns of behavior 
that work against them and weak¬ 
en their sense of community. He 
points, as an example, to the way 
they make, and avoid, eye contact. 

“Gay men have evolved a real¬ 
ly complicated grammar of the 
eyes, to flirt, to seduce,” he said. 
“We developed it as a sexual 
mechanism. It has evolved into 
something, where you don’t meet 
someone’s eyes because you don’t 
want to lead them on. So you have 
a whole street or bar full of eyes, 
not meeting, and it seems really 
distant and cold.” 

Nimmons, who is openly gay, 
has written a book, The Soul Be¬ 
neath the Skin , to be published in 
May by St. Martin’s, which ex¬ 
plains the concepts in detail. He 
will be leading a series of work¬ 
shops and discussions in the Bay 
Area in the next couple of weeks. 

“Why have we created a set of 
habits that actually hurts us?” he 
asked, and he then goes on to offer 
interventions which, he said, help 
solve the problems. 

He calls these interventions 
“loving disturbances” and cited an 
example, again involving eye con¬ 
tact. “We would send out 12 guys 
to a cafe, and their work was to 
practice meeting gay men’s eyes in 
friendship,” he said. 

“What we got was an extraor¬ 
dinary set of interactions. People 
who I haven’t seen for years invit¬ 
ed me to have coffee at their table. 
So the idea of this loving distur¬ 
bance is that we can intervene in 
our cultural patterns. We can act 
differently with each other and 


create the culture of love and inti¬ 
macy that we want with each 
other.” 

He is planning one of these dis¬ 
turbances on Saturday evening, 
May 18, after a workshop at the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco. 

He asks that people “don’t con¬ 
fuse this with some human poten¬ 
tial weekend. What I’m saying is 
that our culture is going to be dif¬ 
ferent if you want to be part of 
changing it.” 

On Saturday, May 18, Nim¬ 
mons will be at the Metropolitan 
Community Church leading a 
one-day Manifest Love introduc¬ 
tion from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. The 
loving disturbance will be planned 
as part of this workshop and will 
happen immediately afterwards. 
MCC-SF is at 150 Eureka Street 
(between 18th and 19th) in the 
Castro. For more information, call 
(415) 863-4434. 

He will sign books and speak at 
three locations: on Tuesday, May 
14 at 7:30 p.m. at A Different Light 
bookstore, 489 Castro Street; on 
Wednesday, May 15 at 8 p.m. at 
MCC-SF; and on Thursday, May 
16, at 7 p.m. at the Stanford Uni¬ 
versity bookstore.

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Who were the great 
female impersonators 
of vaudeville?

May 14/ 1883 (119 years ago 
this month): Vaudeville's foremost 
female impersonator/ Julian 
Eltinge, is born in Newtonville, 
Massachusetts. 

efore the rise of radio and 
movies, vaudeville was the 
most popular form of mass 
entertainment in the United 
States. From the late 19th cen¬ 
tury to the 1920s, networks 
of theaters in different 
cities would book a variety 
of acts that toured togeth¬ 
er as a show. The skits in¬ 
cluded singers, dancers, magi¬ 
cians, and comedians. But a 
vaudeville show was 
considered incom¬ 
plete without one or 
two female imperson¬ 
ators, the most successful of 
whom were gay men. 

Probably the greatest female 
impersonator of the vaudeville era 
was Julian Eltinge (1883-1941), 
born William Julian Dalton near 
Boston. He first entertained in 
drag at age 10, when he appeared 
in a local musical revue. Eltinge 
went on the vaudeville circuit in 
1906, wowing audiences with a 
sketch called “The Sampson Girl” 
- based on the Gibson Girl, a wil¬ 
lowy, ultrafeminine vision of 
American womanhood made 
popular by magazine illustrator 
Charles Dana Gibson. Eltinge was 
known for his choice of tasteful, 
fashionable attire and for includ¬ 
ing in his repertoire ideal types 
like “The Bathing Beauty,” “The 
Bride,” and “The Little Girl.” He 
also occasionally portrayed histor¬ 
ical figures like Salome. 

By 1912, Eltinge was the high¬ 
est paid act in vaudeville, earning 
$1,600 a week; that same year, a 
Broadway producer named a the¬ 
ater on New York’s 42nd Street in 
his honor (it’s now part of a mul¬ 
tiplex called the Empire). Critics 
and audiences alike were mesmer¬ 
ized by his ability to walk, speak, 
and sing so convincingly like a 
woman. While other female im¬ 
personators simply parodied 
women, Eltinge attempted to 
transform himself. In a 1909 in¬ 
terview, he disclosed that it took 
him two hours to “become” a 
woman. “It depends on where you 
put the paint,” he explained, “not 
how much you splash on.” Before 
each performance, Eltinge’s 
Japanese male dresser corseted his 



normally 38-inch waist to a svelte 
24 inches. 

The RuPaul of his day, Eltinge 
endorsed women’s cosmetics and 
corsets and even had his own 
brand of cold cream. His vaude¬ 
ville fame also brought him roles 
in the legitimate theater and in 15 
Hollywood movies. One of these 
films, An Adventuress (1916; later 
reissued as The Isle of Love), 
starred Rudolph Valentino, who 
was rumored to have been 
Eltinge’s offscreen lover. After 
the Italian star’s untimely 
death in 1926, rumors cir¬ 
culated in the drag world 
that Eltinge was the mys¬ 
terious veiled Lady in 
Black who brought roses 
every year to Valentino’s 
grave. 

Eltinge, however, 
always denied insin¬ 
uations about his 
sexuality. “I just like pearls,” he ex¬ 
plained of his cross-dressing pen¬ 
chant. To compensate for gossip - 
which was fueled by the fact that 
he lived with his mother and 
never married - Eltinge purpose¬ 
ly hutched it up offstage. He was 
known for getting into fistfights, 
beating up stagehands and fellow 
vaudevillians who dared to ques¬ 
tion his masculinity. 

With the end of the vaudeville 
era, Eltinge’s career and fortune 
slipped into decline. Before his 
death from a cerebral hemorrhage 
in 1941, he suffered from numer¬ 
ous health problems related to his 
career, including kidney ailments 
caused by years of being cinched 
into tight corsets. 

Second only to Eltinge in the 
vaudeville world was Bert Savoy 
(1888-1923), who was born 
Everett McKenzie in Boston. 
Savoy got his start singing in a 
chorus, then launched his solo 
drag career in the saloons of the 
West. In the 1910s, he came back 
east and teamed up professionally 
and privately with handsome Jay 
Brennan (1882-1961), who had 
once been a female impersonator, 
too, but now took the role of 
Savoy’s “straight” man. 

Unlike the prim, proper 
“Sampson Girl,” Savoy’s drag per¬ 
sona - although as elegantly at¬ 
tired as Eltinge’s - was an over- 
the-top character who flirted out¬ 
rageously, shook her hips, and 
dished the dirt. Drag lore has it 
that Mae West borrowed Savoy’s 
walk and adapted one of his co¬ 
quettish lines - “You must come 
over!” - to her signature “Come

over and see me some time.” Savoy 
credited much of his success to his 
ability to listen to and learn from 
his female fans. “They write or 
telephone me with little feminine 
things,” he once said, explaining 
that he often turned the women’s 
ideas into naughty gags for his act. 

Probably because he was as ef¬ 
feminate offstage as on - he 
camped it up and always referred 
to men as “she” - Savoy entered 
briefly into a marriage of conve¬ 
nience to hide his homosexuality. 
The marriage ended in 1922, how¬ 
ever, when the woman emptied 
out their bank account and left 
town. 

The following year, at the pin¬ 
nacle of his fame, Savoy was killed 
by lightning in a freak accident on 
a New York beach. Legend has it 
that, immediately before being 
struck, Savoy heard a clap of thun¬ 
der and exclaimed to Brennan and 
their companions, “Mercy, ain’t 
Miss God cuttin’ up something 
awful!”The next day, Harpo Marx 
was said to have recalled, “All the 
pansies at Coney Island were 
wearing lightning rods.” T

video, and photography to create 
powerful documentary and narra¬ 
tive pieces that deal with issues of 
identity, body image, racism, ho¬ 
mophobia, and relationships,” 
said a statement from the Colin 
Higgins Foundation. 

Other honorees include: Mis¬ 
souri resident D. Patrick Bynum, 
15, who at the age of 12 asked his 
local school board for protections 
from beatings and harassment, 
eventually filing a complaint with 
the Department of Education’s 
Office for Civil Rights; Eva Leivas- 
Andino, the Miami mother of a 
gay son who is a full-time advo¬ 
cate for LGBT youth; and Calvin 
Warren, 21, a gay rights activist 
who endured regular threats from 
people at his church and neigh¬ 
bors in Newburgh, New York.

“On Saturday I will probably 
have a heart attack,” she said, “but 
to this day it hasn’t yet set in.” T

$2,000) honoring longtime 
African Methodist Episcopal Bish- 
opH.H. Brookins, and the dinner 
chairperson is the recently politi¬ 
cally motivated Magic Johnson 
(yes, he’s a Democrat). 

Political analysts from both 
major parties hope that the num¬ 
ber of women in Congress - now 
60 in the House and 13 in the Sen¬ 
ate - might rise, if by only a hand¬ 
ful, but others fear the numbers 
could indeed drop after the No¬ 
vember election. 

Incidentally, women are gaining 
important leadership posts in major 
unions. The three top entertainment 
unions in Hollywood - the Direc¬ 
tors Guild of America, the Writers 
Guild of America, and the Screen 
Actors Guild - all have women pres¬ 
idents. The three women, Martha 
Coolidge, Vicki Riskin, and Melis¬ 
sa Gilbert together represent 12,000 
directors, 8,500 writers, and 98,000 
actors, the majority of Hollywood’s 
talent pool. 

And in the Bay Area the top 
three of the five BART unions are 
also headed by women presidents. 

“Quote of the week” (from 
Maine GOP Senator Susan 
Collins, on the recent Senate com¬ 
mittee approval of a bill prohibit¬ 
ing job discrimination based on 
sexual orientation). Collins: “To 
do this is not to create a special 
right for gay men and lesbians, but 
to end discrimination against 
them, as we have done for others.”

Local young lesbian honored 
for battling homophobia

his Saturday, May 11, in a 
- private ceremony, four ordi- 
?* { nary people from across the 
country will be honored for doing 
extraordinary things in the face of 
bigotry to promote tolerance and 
queer rights. One of those people 
is 17-year-old Vanessa Duran, a 
mixed-race lesbian activist and 
filmmaker from the East Bay. 

Duran and others will receive 
the “Courage Award,” given annu¬ 
ally by the Colin Higgins Founda¬ 


tion, named for and established by 
the acclaimed late screenwriter 
and director. Courage Awards - 
which include a $10,000 prize for 
recipients - are given to individu¬ 
als who have endured overwhelm¬ 
ing hostility and hate, yet have 
handled themselves with grace as 
they educate and enlighten others 
about the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender experience. 

Duran, whose biggest chal¬ 
lenge these days is having enough 
time to do everything, came out at 
the age of 15, battling homopho¬ 
bia as well as racism, sexism, and 


sizeism. An African American and 
Latina lesbian, she is the co-presi¬ 
dent of Berkeley High School’s 
gay-straight alliance, a board 
member and youth council mem¬ 
ber of the Gay-Straight Alliance 
Network, a steering committee 
member and speaker for Over¬ 
coming Homophobia Meeting 
For Youth, a program facilitator 
and the youngest member of the 
speakers’ bureau at the Pacific 
Center for Human Growth, and 
an intern and photography in¬ 
structor for Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 


ter. 

She is also a video editor, has 
appeared in films about queer 
youth issues, and will soon be tak¬ 
ing over the arts and media posi¬ 
tion for Free Zone, an arts for so¬ 
cial change program for LGBT 
and straight ally youth at LYRIC. 
Her recent film project, As If It 
Matters, co-produced with eight 
other young people, recently won 
a Golden Gate Award from the 
San Francisco International Film 
Festival.

Cecilia Chung, a transgender 
woman and Chinese immigrant, 
received the Joan Baker Award. 
Chung works at the Tom Waddell 
Health Center, is a past president 
of the Pride Committee, is a board 
member of the Asian and Pacific 
Islander Wellness Center, serves 
on the HIV Health Services Plan¬ 
ning Council, and is an HIV 
writer for Gay.com. 

Dr. Robert Frascino received 
the Bobbi Campbell Award for his 
work in medicine as well as his tal¬ 


ent as a classical pianist. He has 
raised more than $325,000 for 
AIDS efforts through his perfor¬ 
mances. 

The Reverend Jim Mitulski re¬ 
ceived the Tomas Fabregas Award 
for his many years of service to the 
AIDS community during his 
tenure as pastor at Metropolitan 
Community Church-San Francis¬ 
co. Mitulski is currently the exec¬ 
utive director of Rainbow Adult 
Community Housing and serves 
as co-chair of the HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council. 

David Slocumb and Jeanne 
Englehard received the Miriam 
Farooq Award for their volunteer 
work with the AIDS~Emergency 
Fund. 

Steven Tierney, Ph.D., received 
the John Lorenzini Award for his 
activism and prevention work, 
which includes the opening of San 
Francisco’s Dimensions Clinic for 
LGBT youth. Tierney is currently 
the HIV prevention director for 
the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health. 

Don Howard received the 
Terry Sutton Award for his early 
involvement with ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate (now Survive AIDS), his 


founding of the community advi¬ 
sory board at San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, and his work on the 
new Castroguys project, which 
aims to bring a health promotion 
center to the neighborhood. 

World-famous musician

TG minister at MCC-SF Sunday

n October 22,1996, the Rev¬ 
erend Erin Swenson stood 
on the dais in front of the 
hushed crowd packed into the 
pews of the Shallowford Presby¬ 
terian Church in Atlanta. She was 
there to ask the group, the local 
presbytery - representatives from 
all the churches in the area - to 
allow her to keep working as a 
minister, but with a new name. 

“It was the epitome of what I 
had dreaded my whole life,” Swen¬ 
son said. 

Swenson, the father of two 
boys, had been ordained 23 years 
before as Eric Swenson. Six months 
before, she had had sex reassign¬ 
ment surgery. A year before that 
she had started living as a woman. 

“There were so many people 
just struggling to understand how 
I could come before them and dis¬ 
cuss this issue,” Swenson said. 
“There were those who were stead¬ 
fast with me, and there were those 
who were clueless. There were 
some pretty hostile questions.” 

The crowd in the church that 
day, Swenson said, numbered 
about 500. When she wasn’t an¬ 
swering questions, she sat with her 
father. 

“I had so many mixed up feel¬ 
ings,” Swenson said. “It was amaz¬ 
ing to me that I could do that. I had 
been certain that if anyone else 
found out what was going on with 
me, I’d be quick to check out. I was¬ 
n’t sure I could stand in front of 
them and talk of my gender issues.” 

That was six years ago. The 
vote was 186-161. 

Now, Swenson is the only or¬ 
dained transsexual minister in the 
Presbyterian Church and is the 
parish associate at the Ormewood 
Park Presbyterian Church in At¬ 
lanta. 

Swenson will be in the Bay 
Area this week leading a series of 
events culminating in a celebra¬ 
tion this Sunday evening at Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church-

San Francisco. 

An all-transsexual gospel 
group, the Transcendence Gospel 
Choir, will sing with MCC’s choir.

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Leno to introduce proposal 
for entertainment commission

F or years, the Castro has been 
home to a free-for-all Hal¬ 
loween bash that has been 
tolerated but never officially sanc¬ 
tioned. That could all change. 

If a proposal being submitted 
by Supervisor Mark Leno to estab¬ 
lish an entertainment commission 
passes the board and is signed by 
the mayor, the city for the first 
time will have a venue to address 
such unsanctioned street parties 
like those that occur in the Castro 
during Halloween and Pride. 

“There has never been the 
recognition that Halloween is an 
annual event,” said Leno. 

Due to that lack of oversight by 
the city, residents and merchants 
are left to prepare for the influx of 
a largely straight, suburban crowd 
each year and the hassles the gath¬ 
ering brings. If implemented, the 
entertainment commission would 
provide support in addressing 
those issues. 

“I think it would benefit the 
city through the funding, the 
more thoughtful planning, and 
the additional open debate and 
engagement from all those who 
are impacted - merchants and 
neighbors alike - by the fact of the 
annual gathering of huge crowds 
each Halloween,” said Leno. 

Leno plans to introduce his 
legislation Monday, May 13. If 


passed - following committee 
hearings - the commission would 
provide a policy body that is ded¬ 
icated to addressing entertain¬ 
ment-related issues. Its delibera¬ 
tions would be subject to public 
hearings and notification require¬ 
ments. 

The commission’s staff would 
help facilitate easier access to de¬ 
partmental permits. Such a com¬ 
mission would also remove the 
permitting process for bars and 
clubs from the police. 

As part of the legislation, all 
large dance venues would be re¬ 
quired to provide the public with 
cell phone access to management 
during all operating hours. In¬ 
stead of calling police as their only 
option, residents would have an¬ 
other recourse if they have a prob¬ 
lem related to a dance venue. 

Organized, permitted events 
could benefit from having a gov¬ 
ernment body whose task it is to 
oversee everything involved in 
hosting an event, from working 
with neighbors to securing vari¬ 
ous permits from numerous city 
agencies. 

“It’s also designed to be user- 
friendly and will act as an ombuds 
office coordinating all the differ¬ 
ent permits that are necessary for 
any kind of public event, a so- 
called one-stop shop,” explained 
Leno. 

If approved, the legislation 
would take effect July 1,2003. San 


Francisco would join Washington, 
D.C. as one of the few major cities 
to have an entertainment com¬ 
mission. 

“D.C. is similar to San Francis¬ 
co in that it is host to a lot of na¬ 
tional and international groups 
that make use of city streets, 
parks, and plazas,” said Leno. 

The idea for the commission 
began in 1999 when Halloween of 
that year had no agency or com¬ 
munity group planning for it. 
Then in 2000, police began crack¬ 
ing down on clubs in the South of 
Market District due to complaints 
from residents who had moved 
into the area and a rise in suspect¬ 
ed GHB overdoses at some 
venues. 

Entertainment advocates then 
formed their own lobbying efforts 
to protect the interests of club 
owners and patrons. And a civil 
grand jury recently released a re¬ 
port urging the city to establish 
the commission due to conflicts of 
interest in the permitting process; 
ineffective management of health, 
safety, and neighborhood con¬ 
cerns; and unfair singling out of 
an industry. 

With the endorsement from 
police to revamp their role in the 
permit process, Leno and his aides 
began crafting the legislation. In 
the last couple of weeks, they have 
been meeting with city depart¬ 
ments and neighborhood groups 
to gather support for the propos-

“I am really interested in con¬ 
trolling Halloween, not making it 
bigger or grander than it already 
is,” said Patrick Batt, president of 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro. “My fear with an enter¬ 
tainment commission is people 
who would want to do amplified 
music [on Halloween]. I want to 
make sure an entertainment com¬ 
mission doesn’t leave the door 
open for that to happen.” 

As chairman of the New Her¬ 
itage Foundation, the promoter of 
two Halloween events, Hellball 
and the March of Light, Jim Light- 
sey has gotten a first-hand experi¬ 
ence working the city’s permit sys¬ 
tem. He said that the entertain¬ 
ment commission would be a wel¬ 
come change to how the system 
works now. 

“For someone planning an 


event, essentially you have to go 
and tell your story and explain 
your event to numerous city de¬ 
partments. It is a very time con¬ 
suming process,” said Lightsey, 
president and CEO of emind- 
health.com. “It is extremely diffi¬ 
cult and challenging to create and 
produce events given the current 
hoops you have to run through.” 

While he said he supports the 
concept, Lightsey cautioned resi¬ 
dents must have an active role on 
the commission for it to be suc¬ 
cessful. 

“I want to make sure all differ¬ 
ent constituencies in the city have 
a voice in the process and that the 
approval process still makes sure 
each of the different city services 
and community groups have a say 
in it,” he said. “If they don’t, there 
is just going to be problems on the 
other end.” T 


Merchants oppose 
plan to close 17th St.

A neighborhood group push¬ 
ing a proposal to close a sec¬ 
tion of 17th Street in the 
Castro has failed to gain support 
from merchants in the area, who 
say they will oppose any such 
measure being implemented. 

At its May meeting, the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro voted to once again oppose the 
project endorsed by the Castro 
Area Planning and Action group. 
CAPA proposes a trial closure of 
17th Street east of Castro at the 
Muni F Line stop for one year to 
create a pedestrian safety zone. 

When first brought before the 
merchants a year and a half ago, 
MUMC voted down the project 
and asked mat detailed traffic 
studies be done. With no such 
studies undertaken, and the only 
major change in the plan involv¬ 
ing the elimination of seating 
areas, the group once again voted 
to oppose the plan. 

“The Merchants of Upper 
Market and Castro position of 
about 18 months ago relative to 
voting against any form of closure 


to 17th Street still stands,” said 
MUMC President Patrick Batt. “I 
don’t believe they have done their 
homework on this. I think the 
mood of our members at the last 
meeting bore that out. 

“I think people are frustrated 
with them coming to us with this 
proposal and never having an¬ 
swered any questions.” 

CAPA contends that traffic 
calming measures are needed for 
the intersection and has proposed 
placing movable curbs there to re¬ 
strict the flow of automobiles. It 
estimates it would cost $50,000 for 
the curbs, signage, and installation. 

A traffic engineer from the 
city’s Department of Parking and 
Traffic did do an unofficial traffic 
count at the intersection. Accord¬ 
ing to CAPA, that study concluded 
the street closure would not have a 
significant impact on traffic. In¬ 
stead of doing a more formal 
study, CAPA favors a one-year 
trial period. 

“Part of the goal is to gauge 
what effect that would have not 
only on pedestrian but on the 
movement of bicycles and transit,” 
said Joe Curtain, CAPA vice pres-

in the ignition. 

The alleged killer left his fin¬ 
gerprints at the scene. He was 
soon identified as Brian Misquez. 
His fingerprints were on file in 
connection with an arrest record 
for auto theft. When police arrived 
at his Antioch apartment, they 
were told that he had just moved, 
along with his girlfriend, baby 
son, and newborn infant daugh¬ 
ter. Last July, Misquez was arrested 
in Oregon where he and his fami¬ 
ly were staying with his girlfriend’s 
mother. He was charged with 
murder and is currently in cus¬ 
tody in Contra Costa County 
awaiting trial. 

He confessed to police that he 
killed De Chavez but he said he 
acted in self-defense. He said he 
agreed to go to his apartment to 
help him move. He explained that 
after he rejected a pass from De 
Chavez, De Chavez appeared in 
the kitchen doorway, pulled a 
knife out of his boxer shorts and 
demanded Misquez have sex with 
him. One of Misquez’s relatives 
said that Misquez told her that De 
Chavez said “If [Misquez] wasn’t 
going to give it to him, he was 
going to take it.” 

Misquez said that another per¬ 
son in De Chavez’s apartment, 
whom he identified only as a 22- 
year-old white male, assisted him 
in defending himself against De 
Chavez. 

What Misquez didn’t know 
when he apparently concocted his 
claim of self-defense, is that police 
would be able to obtain a tran¬ 
script of the Yahoo! Internet chat 
discussions between him and De 
Chavez. 


According to the transcript, it 
was Misquez who initiated a turn 
in the chat from small talk to sex. 
When De Chavez mentioned a 
previous meeting that they had 
planned, Misquez interrupted: 
“i’m horny now...” 

The pair eventually decided to 
meet for sex. They agreed upon, in 
explicit detail, what kind of sex 
they wanted to have and they both 
agreed they wanted to kiss. 

Misquez has now abandoned 
his claim of self-defense and his 
lawyer is hinting that she’ll at-

ther eliminate management of

tight resources and AIDS donor 
fatigue. We are moving money 
from what was funded through 
private donations to what was 
previously funded by Ryan 
White money,” said Continuum 
Executive Director Mark Clouti¬ 
er, who is the chair of the coali¬ 
tion. “That is okay for the first 
year. But in the second year it 
will challenge our ability to pro¬ 
vide the same amount of services 
to those underserved for prima¬ 
ry care.”

At their conclusion of their 
final chat, De Chavez wrote: “i 
hope u won’t flake on me this 
time.” 

Misquez declined the Bay Area 
Reporter’s requests for an inter¬ 
view. 

The trial is scheduled to begin 
in October.

dieted that Fortuyn was on course 
to gain 20 percent of the votes in 
next week’s general election and 
was a possible partner in a center- 
right coalition with Liberals and 
Christian Democrats. 

The very future existence of the 
party is now uncertain, analysts 
said. It is the first time in Dutch 
history that a major political fig¬ 
ure has been assassinated. 

Observers were uncertain what 
effect Fortuyn’s death would have 
on the election. Some speculated 
a broad sympathy vote for For¬ 
tuyn’s party, while others said the 
party had no ideology and no 
leader to hold it together with For¬ 
tuyn dead. 

Dutch Labor Party leader Ad 
Melkert described the shooting as 
a “low point for our democracy,” 
and added, “These are things you 
thought were just not possible in 
the Netherlands.” 

Kok also expressed his disgust 


at the killing. “This is deeply trag¬ 
ic, first of all for him [Fortuyn] 
and for all his loved ones. It is also 
deeply tragic for our democracy,” 
said Kok, whose government re¬ 
signed last month over allegations 
that Dutch peacekeepers failed to 
prevent a massacre of Bosnian 
Muslims in 1995. 

Dutch Liberal Euro Parliament 
Member Lousewies van der Laan 
told UPI that the killer would have 
the “same effect on the Nether¬ 
lands that the September 11 
bombings had on the United 
States. There is a dawning realiza¬ 
tion that we are not immune to 
the horrors of the rest of the 
world.” 

“We have lost our innocence,” 
she added. 

A rally of Dutch young Social¬ 
ists due to be attended by Melkert 
and U.K. Prime Minister Tony 
Blair on Tuesday in Fortuyn’s 
hometown of Rotterdam was can¬ 
celed because of the killing, a 
Labor Party representative said. 
The source said the country was 
“in shock at the terrible news.” ▼

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ident. “All of that is important 
modes for people to get around 
the Castro, not only cars. Cars are 
a minority mode of transporta¬ 
tion in the Castro.” 

Without any official traffic 
studies to verify CAPA’s claims 
that closure of the street would 
not cause traffic problems in the 
neighborhood, the merchants and 
business owners remain doubtful 
the project is even warranted. 
Many fear closure of the street 
would result in shifting more traf¬ 
fic to other streets and cause more 
problems. 

Craig Joyner, the owner of 
property on Noe Street and Sor¬ 
rento Sun Center in the Castro, 
echoed the sentiments of many 
merchants in a letter he wrote to 
express his opposition to the pro¬ 
ject. In the letter, he voices con¬ 
cern of diverting traffic coming 
eastbound on market to the six¬ 
way intersection of Market, Noe, 
and 16th Street. In addition, Joyn¬ 
er stated traffic could back up on 
Noe since the streetcars turn 


down Noe before turning back up 
17th. 

“This oddly shaped intersec¬ 
tion is already dangerous for both 
automobiles and pedestrians, and 
adding more car traffic will com¬ 
pound the problem. Both 16th 
and Noe are single lane side 
streets, not primary traffic arter¬ 
ies,” wrote Joyner. 

Other businesses are also op¬ 
posed to the closure of 17th Street. 
Marcello’s Pizza has stated its de¬ 
livery business could be negative¬ 
ly impacted by not having access 
to 17th. 

And the owner of the Chevron 
station said his business, having al¬ 
ready been severely impacted by the 
F-Line stop, could face further fi¬ 
nancial losses due to the proposal. 

Owner David Sahagan said 
during the MUMC meeting that 
his business has lost $10,000 per 
month since installation of the F- 
Line stop and that he has had to 
lay off employees. He said further 
restricting access to his station 
could further erode his business. 

According to CAPA, the pro¬ 
ject is being supported by the 
Market Street Railway, the San 
Francisco Bicycle Coalition, 


WalkSF, Pedestrian Safety Task 
Force, SF Tomorrow, and City 
CarShare. Also, CAPA has said 
more than 500 neighbors have 
signed a petition in support of the 
project, and the Eureka Valley 
Promotion Association supports 
the idea. 

Supervisor Mark Leno has also 
voiced support for the concept 
and has encouraged CAPA to 
meet with residents and mer¬ 
chants to address their concerns. 

“I think it is a very worthy idea 
and should have a full public air¬ 
ing and consideration,” said Leno. 
“Pedestrian plazas have been used 
as an element of community and 
urban design throughout Europe 
and other American cities. I think 
it has very real possibilities.” 

Before anything happens, 
CAPA intends to hold at least one 
more public meeting before sub¬ 
mitting its proposal to the various 
city agencies that would need to 
sign off on the plan. 

“We need to apply for this to 
become a city project. We don’t 
have a timetable for that right 
now,” Curtain said.

waiting lists to see a doctor, delays 
in receiving diagnoses, and prob¬ 
lems in maintaining medical care 
regiments. 

“When that starts happening, 
the progress we have made with 
people living longer we could see 
that begin to erode, in particular 
for poor people who rely on Ryan 
White primary care services,” he 
said. “A lot of people could end up 
suffering needlessly.” 


The HIV planning council has 
until September to decide what 
programs to prioritize and fund 
before the deadline to submit its 
application for CARE funds in 
2003-2004. Jim Mitulski, co-chair 
of the council, said he doubts 
more across the board cuts are in 
store. Instead, he said the council 
will use the next six months to 
make more targeted cuts. 

“They made a very compelling 
case for primary medical care. It 
will help us if we have to make a 
next round of cuts which will 
probably not be proportional cuts 


but targeted cuts at areas that 
Ryan White funding isn’t really 
supposed to provide,” said Mitul¬ 
ski. 

The council still does not 
know why the federal government 
reduced the council’s allotment 
this year. And Mitulski said the 
council has to consider the fact 
that it could see another reduc¬ 
tion in funding. 

“As a prudent planner we have 
to anticipate more cuts. We don’t 
have an administration that is 
committed to health care for the 
poor,” he said. ▼

The 2000 Olympics marathon 
went into Sydney proper via a dif¬ 
ferent route. Although the Aus¬ 
tralian hosts are reportedly well 
under way with preparations, 
some San Francisco Federation of 
Gay Games delegates also had 
some input in the development of 
the events, making sure there was 
enough water, shade, and spritzers 
along the way, as well as providing 
for HIV-challenged people’s 
needs. 

“The marathon is quite a large 
event, and one that’s open to the 
general public, with 800 spots re¬ 
served for participants,” Studach 
said. “They then open it up to oth¬ 
ers, and also people in and around 
Sydney.” 

Although the world’s more fa¬ 
mous marathoners probably 
won’t show for this event, many 
records may be broken. 

With the best world record 
being around 2:05, Studach said, 
“I wouldn’t be surprised if we 
have some times in the 2:20-2:30 
range for men, which is extremely 
good. For women, the record is 
around the 2:20. I wouldn’t be 
surprised if we get a 2:45 time.” 

The BADR event is a kick-off 
point for many Bay Area gay and 
lesbian runners. The San Francis¬ 
co Marathon in July is another 
testing point for Gay Games- 
bound runners. 

“People want to make sure 
they’re up to marathon quality,” 
said Studach. “It’ll give them a bit 
of lag time. They should be peak¬ 
ing right around the second week

here is a certain athletic de¬ 
li votion known only to dis¬ 
tance runners. The hours 
spent pounding pavement and 
sweating provide a meditative yet 


exhausting form of exercise. 

Anyone from novice joggers to 
seasoned marathoners will get a 
chance to extend their stamina 
this weekend at the Bay Area Dis¬ 
tance Runners’ annual marathon. 

One of few in the world 
that is geared to gays, les- 
bians, and friends, each \ J 
year runners and walkers 
gather from all parts of the 
Bay Area and across the 
country to attend. 

“We find a wide diversi¬ 
ty of runners who sign 
up for the race,” said 
race co-chair Lois 
Allen. “We have many 
runners who are aver¬ 
age race pace, but we 
also have quite a few who enter 
that are of national caliber.” 

This year is also special in the 
fact that the BADR also marks the 
kick-off for the official training 
program, which is geared toward 
running the marathon, half 
marathon, and 10K at Gay Games 
VI in Sydney this November. 

“We will have lots of tricks up 
our sleeve to help make this race 
memorable for our runners,” said 
Dave Studach, race co-director. 
He anticipates up to 75 partici¬ 
pants this year. 

More than 10 years old, the 
event will follow “pretty much the 


same route,” Studach said, “except 
for construction changes from 
previous years.” 

Among the many people going 
to Sydney this November, “We’ve 
got about 30 people going” to Gay 
Games VI. 

Studach himself 
is a diehard multi¬ 
event competitor 
and medalist who’s com¬ 
peted and helped organize 
every Gay Games since its in¬ 
ception. “The only thing I 
don’t have for Sydney is 
a koala,” he joked. 

“They’re going to 
do 10K, half, and full 
marathons. In Sydney, 
the route is a 13-mile 
loop, and the marathon is two 
loops. It’s going to be around 
Homebush, the island where the 
Olympics was held,” he added.

of October.” 

While running is an individual 
sport, BADR provides group en¬ 
couragement and a clearly struc¬ 
tured training schedule. 

“Most runners train a good 
five days a week,” Studach said. 
.“We recommend the hard/slow 
method; one week hard, one week 
slower. You want to increase your 
mileage, starting with 13 to 15,17, 
then 20 miles, then 23. We usually 
do those every other weekend. You 
have to give your body a chance to 
recover. Keeping yourself quiet, 
because the Games are so intense, 
will be tough,” Studach said. “You 
want to see everything, but you 
can tire yourself out if you’re not 
careful.” 

Body in Mociun 

One competitor that seems to 
never tire out is 49-year-old 
Melanie Mociun. 

Not only will she be running in 
this weekend’s BADR event, but 
she’s also training for Gay Games 
VI. Mociun competes in 12-15 
events per year. 

“It’s like an addiction,” she ad¬ 
mitted. “The feeling, the rush of 
how you feel after and what you’ve 
accomplished. I think there’s a lot 
of type A behavior among triath¬ 
letes. I like to think that I’m not 
like that.” 

We spoke via phone as she was 
driving back from yet another 
event last weekend, the Wild- 
flower Olympic triathlon at Lake 
San Antonio near Pasorobles. 

In its 20th year, the “Wood- 
stock of triathlons” started as a 
bluegrass festival of music, and 
now boasts more than 6,000 ath¬ 
letes competing in the bike, run¬ 
ning, and swimming event. 

“My time was great, under 
what I shoot for,” Mociun said. 
While she doesn’t fret about times, 
she has noticed improvements 
since training seriously in 1994. 

Mociun started swimming in 
Manhattan Beach in junior high 
school, and competed in her first 
year of high school, but lost inter¬ 
est for several years. 

“I got back into swimming in 
my mid-30s, actually through Gay 
Games” she said. 

At Gay Games II, she won a 
gold medal in the 200 freestyle 
and the 100 freestyle. “That got 
me going into the Masters Swim 
program.” She also expanded her 
training to other areas. 

After having completed several 
Alcatraz triathlons, the imposing 
tourist destination now looks 
more like a minor swim course to 
the triathlon veteran. 

Understandably, cross training 
is a major element of her life. “I do 
running events, some open water 
events, and bike rides, as many of 
the organized ones as I can,” she 
said. 

“I didn’t start doing triathlon 
until I was 42. At those events, 
there are even 70-year-olds. Going 


to Gay Games that year in 1986, 
that really did start me off. I had¬ 
n’t trained at all, but I did well. 
Then I thought, maybe I should 
train. I did tons of open water 
events for years, and decided a 
triathlon would be a good idea.” 

The BADR event is just one 
part of her expansive athletic reg¬ 
imen. Her Sydney events will in¬ 
clude triathlon, half marathon 
and “a couple of swimming 
events. That’s what I did in Ams¬ 
terdam. In New York, I just did 
swimming.” 

What does such a hard-core 
athlete do to relax? 

“My girlfriend and I just spent 
two weeks in Italy on a wine and 
cheese tour, hiking around Rome,” 
she said. “It was the first time we 
went out on a trip that wasn’t 
about sports.” 

Runaround 

Even if you’re not a distance 
runner, you can watch or volun¬ 
teer this weekend. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Freedom Day Band will par¬ 
ticipate in the event’s festivities. 

Helping many runners turn in 
PRs (personal records) is the fact 
that the course is pancake flat and 
awesomely scenic, taking in views 
of the historic naval shipyards, the 
new Pac Bell Park, the Bay Bridge, 
the Embarcadero, Fisherman’s 
Wharf, and other popular Bay 
Area sights. 

According to volunteer coordi¬ 
nator Sylvia Allen, “The runners 
and volunteers alike have an expe¬ 
rience like no other. It’s the only 
race I’ve seen where the volunteers 
are actually thanked by the run¬ 
ners for giving course directions 
and water as they pass by.” 

Afterwards, runners, volun¬ 
teers, friends, partners, and fami¬ 
lies enjoy a scrumptious brunch 
on the patio of Jellies while enjoy¬ 
ing sweeping vistas of the bay dur¬ 
ing the post-race awards ceremo¬ 
ny.

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HIV research update

| esearchers have long known 
; - that HIV is so deadly be- 

® - cause it attacks and infects 
CD4 T-cells, a basic component of 
the body’s immune system. An 
even more detailed picture of that 
attack was published in the May 2 
issue of Nature by researchers at 
the National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases. 

While all CD4 cells appear to be 
vulnerable to HIV infection, that 
subset of CD4 cells that are pro¬ 
grammed to recognize and attack 
HIV are two to five times more like¬ 
ly to become infected with the virus 
than are CD4 cells programmed to 
attack other pathogens. 

Working with cell cultures, the 
researchers found that naive CD4 
cells were particularly vulnerable 
to infection as they made the tran¬ 
sition to a mature state where they 
were capable of fighting HIV. It 
appears that HIV knocks out most 
of the subset of CD4 cells capable 
of fighting it at a very early point 
of infection, and then relentlessly 
sets about infecting all of the other 
less vulnerable CD4 subsets. 

That work was confirmed 
when they examined patients dur¬ 
ing a strategic interruption of HIV 
therapy. “In one patient, over half 
of all of his infected CD4 T-cells 
were HIV-specific,” said NIAID 
researcher Dr. Richard Koup. 

The implications are stark. “Al¬ 
though short courses of struc¬ 
tured intermittent therapy do not 
result in increased levels of HIV, 
longer regimens that permit the 
viral load to increase may result in 
long-term damage of the immune 
system’s ability to fight off HIV,” 
said researcher Dr. Daniel Douek. 

It reinforces the perspective 
that achieving greater suppression 
of viral load is better. But it leaves 
unanswered the question of how 
low a level of suppression is low 
enough to preserve the HIV-spe¬ 
cific subset of CD4 cells. 

The structured interruption of 
therapy of seven days on and 
seven days off a drug regimen 
being investigated by NIAID di¬ 
rector Dr. Anthony Fauci has not 
seen the virus rebound from un¬ 
detectable to detectable levels. The 
implication is that this specific 
length of interruption appears to

of the attorney general’s office, has 
fought the courts at every turn. A 
Superior Court judge also ordered 
Smith’s release, but the governor 
has likewise fought his parole. If 
the high court had decided in¬ 
stead not to hear the cases at all, 
the lower courts’ rulings would 
have stood, likely resulting in im¬ 
mediate freedom for both men. 

Seventeen years ago, 
Rosenkrantz shot and killed for¬ 
mer schoolmate Steve Redman 
shortly after Rosenkrantz’s 18th 
birthday. A week before the shoot¬ 
ing, Redman, along with 
Rosenkrantz’s younger brother, 
stormed a high school graduation 
party Rosenkrantz hosted. The 
pair was armed with a heavy metal 
flashlight and a stun gun and they 
entered yelling “faggots.” In the 
melee that followed, Redman 
broke Rosenkrantz’s nose with a 
flashlight and Redman later outed 
Rosenkrantz to his father. 

Rosenkrantz has been critical 
of some of the mainstream media 
coverage of his case that continues 
to report that he shot and killed 


be relatively benign for the gross 
destruction of CD4 cells. But does 
that reflect what is happening 
within the HIV-specific subset of 
CD4 cells? The answer to that 
question is not yet known. 

The mystery of KS 

Another piece of the puzzle 
that is Kaposi’s sarcoma came into 
place with the discovery that trau¬ 
ma is a necessary part of the equa¬ 
tion. KS has long been associated 
with advanced HIV disease, where 
the immune system has deterio¬ 
rated to a very low number of 
CD4 cells and is not able to fight 
off opportunistic infections very 
well. KS has become much less 
prevalent since the introduction 
of protease inhibitors that help 
keep HIV in check. 

In 1994, researchers identified 
a second piece of the puzzle when 
they isolated a virus, human her¬ 
pes virus 8 (HHV8), as a necessary 
factor in the development of KS. 

It appears to be spread through 
saliva, most likely through deep 
kissing. HHV8 is significantly 
more common among gay men 
than among the general American 
population. 

Dr. Jennifer Webster-Cyriaque 
discovered the importance of 
trauma almost by accident. The 
University of North Carolina re¬ 
searcher was looking for HHV8 in 
the blood and salivary glands of 
an HIV-positive patient. She per¬ 
formed a biopsy, taking a small 
piece of a salivary gland. 

The patient came back a few 
days later with a lesion growing in¬ 
side his lip, exactly where the biop¬ 
sy had been taken. Antibiotics did 
not affect it, and the lesion contin¬ 
ued to grow. A second biopsy re¬ 
vealed that it was Kaposi’s sarcoma. 
Radiation therapy finally sup¬ 
pressed the lesion and it has been in 
remission for more than two years. 

Further examination found 
HHV8 in macrophages in the 
tumor. Macrophages are a scav¬ 
enging part of the immune system 
that circulates in the blood, they 
also promote wound healing. She 
found the virus in skin cells, lym¬ 
phocytes, and endothelial cells. 
Webster-Cyriaque said this points 
to the need to develop antiviral 
therapy to better control or even 
eliminate HHV8 infection. 

The study appeared in the j 


someone who outed him, without 
mentioning that his victim as¬ 
saulted him. Rosenkrantz cited 
the most recent Los Angeles Times 
article on his case that was pub¬ 
lished last Thursday. Although 
Rosenkrantz and his supporters 
say Redman’s assault in no way ex¬ 
cuses the shooting, it was one of 
the extenuating circumstances the 
jury considered in reaching its 
verdict of second-degree, rather 
than first-degree murder. When 
Davis blocked Rosenkrantz’s pa¬ 
role, he said that Rosenkrantz was 
lucky he wasn’t convicted of first- 
degree murder. 

Smith was involved in the 
shooting and drowning death of a 
man in a dispute over cocaine. Ac¬ 
cording to the Superior Court 
judge who ordered Smith paroled, 
Smith was an accomplice, and not 
the active participant in the mur¬ 
der. The judge was sharply critical 
of Davis for suggesting that Smith, 
and not the other man he was with, 
shot and drowned the victim. 
Smith suffers from AIDS, demen¬ 
tia, cancer, and Parkinson’s disease. 

Davis once promised to block 
the parole of all convicted killers. 
Since taking office, he’s only ap¬ 
proved parole for two killers, both 


April 18 issue of the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

New ways to restrain HIV? 

A novel route to controlling 
HIV was identified in yeast by a 
research team at Johns Hopkins 
University. It was published in the 
April 26 issue of Molecular Cell 

The researchers put together 
two facts; the first is that a cellular 
mechanism pumps manganese and 
calcium out of cells. Organisms 
with a defective PMR1 gene have a 
defective “pump” and build up 
higher levels of manganese and cal¬ 
cium inside their cells. Higher levels 
of manganese dramatically lowers 
the activity of reverse transcriptase. 

The second fact is that reverse 
transcriptase is the enzyme that 
HIV uses to make copies of itself 
inside each cell. Most HIV drugs 
(except protease inhibitors) target 
this process to disrupt reverse 
transcription and viral replication. 

In human cell cultures, they 
found that a threefold increase in 
the level of manganese ions inside 
the cell cuts the activity of HIV re¬ 
verse transcriptase in half. 

But a test tube is not a human 
being. The next step will be to cre¬ 
ate a “knockout mouse” with a de¬ 
fective PMR1 gene and see if in¬ 
creased levels of manganese in a 
living mouse inhibits HIV replica¬ 
tion. If that proves true, it may take 
years if not decades to develop an 
effective therapy. And issues of 
toxicity may make that impossible. 

Finally, Johns Hopkins re¬ 
searcher Dr. William Moss found 
that having measles suppressed 
the HIV viral load in a group of 
children in Lusaka, Zambia. This 
is contrary to what was expected, 
because measles is a very im¬ 
munosuppressive virus. 

Moss found that a group of 33 
children admitted to the hospital 
with measles had a median HIV 
viral load of 5,339 at time of admis¬ 
sion, 60,121 at discharge, and 
387,148 one month after discharge. 
There was something about the 
measles infection or the immune re¬ 
sponse to it that led to the transient 
suppression of HIV replication. 

Dr. George Watt, a U.S. Army 
researcher working in Thailand, 
has shown the same effect with 
the tropical infection scrub ty¬ 
phus. This work may lead to new 
approaches to inhibiting HIV. T 


of whom were women who killed 
their abusive partners. 

Davis issued a brief press re¬ 
lease in response to the Supreme 
Court taking up the Rosenkrantz 
case. It’s a case that has become a 
lightning rod for those who have 
argued that Davis has unfairly 
propped up his tough on crime 
image at the expense of inmates 
deserving parole. 

“I’m pleased the court has 
agreed unanimously to accept this 
case for review,” Davis wrote. “By 
hearing it, the court will examine 
important constitutional issues 
regarding the governor’s ability to 
protect the people of California 
from murderers who would oth¬ 
erwise be released on parole. I ap¬ 
plaud the Supreme Court for tak¬ 
ing this important step. It vindi¬ 
cates the California Constitution 
by effectively vacating the previ¬ 
ous Court of Appeal ruling, which 
I believe was wrongly decided. 

“I note that today is National 
Law Day,” added Davis in the May 
1 press release. “The court’s action 
today reminds us of the important 
role the judiciary plays in inter¬ 
preting our Constitution, protect¬ 
ing public safety, and maintaining 
the rights of individuals.” ▼

charges in the case, as is standard 
in such circumstances. A new 
round of preliminary hearings is 
scheduled to begin May 15. 

According to New York activist 
and attorney Bill Dobbs, who last 
year spearheaded a letter of sup¬ 
port for the pair, “The dismissal is 
a victory for due process, a chance 
for the DA - and others - to re¬ 
think the long list of criminal 
charges for political protest activ¬ 
ities.”

Scxing up 
John 

Leguizamo 

Freewheeling 
‘Sexaholix’ at 
the Orpheum

T here are two things John 
Leguizamo won’t reveal: his anger 
and his body. At least the author 
and star of Sexaholix, opening May 7, 
didn’t want to reveal them in the course 
of an otherwise freewheeling conversa¬ 
tion in a suite at the Clift Hotel. 

“I don’t think I’ve lost my edge,” 
the wiry star said, after talking about 
the otherwise mellowing effects of be¬ 
coming a father. “I’m still angry about 
a lot of things, and I’m not afraid I’m 
going to lose that.” 

The sources of that anger, though, 
remain off-limits to an interviewer. 
“That’s kind of my personal internal 
monologue that inspires me, so I 
don’t like to share that,” the 37-year- 
old performer said. “If you’re a cre¬ 
ative artist, you need to be a little dis¬ 
satisfied with the way things are.” 

In a succession of acclaimed one- 
man shows that have included 
Mambo Mouth, Spic-O-Rama, and 
Freak, Leguizamo has used both 
broad and slashing humor to channel 
his conflicted feelings about the world 
around him. Family and ethnic cul¬ 
ture are ongoing topics, and as its title 
promises, Sexaholix puts its focus on 
the agonies and ecstasies of getting 
laid. Or at least trying to get laid. 

The poster for Sexaholix, nominat¬ 
ed this week for a Tony Award, is a 
striking image of a shirtless Leguizamo, 
his trim torso on ample display, and his 
low-hanging jeans offering a cunning 
hint of his sightly buns. It didn’t seem 
too out of order to ask if he would doff 
his shirt for a photograph.

The Cockettes’ 
inspire at the Castro by David Lamble 



O piciously like San Francisco, a real-life 
band of genderbenders made a brief but 
snazzy stand. Calling themselves the Cock- 
ettes (rhymes with Rockettes), these ladies 
(technically 9 guys and 3 gals) ruled for an 
all-too-brief but fabulous time (two-and- 
a-half years, bridging the Summer of Love and the Harvey 
Milk era). Appearing onstage during intermission for the 
Palace Theatre’s Nocturnal Dream Show during North Beach’s 
last stand as a gay Mecca, the Cockettes’ Les Ghouls (on a bill 
with Night of the Living Dead) or Pearls Over Shanghai (com¬ 
plete with costumes stolen from the Peking Opera) appealed 
to the drag ’n’ acid crowd. Now remembered chiefly for hav¬ 
ing spawned disco drag diva Sylvester, in their time the Cock¬ 
ettes led the West Coast version of Andy Warhol Nation. Ap¬ 
pealing to a crowd of taste-setters as diverse as Truman Capote 
and John Waters, the Cockettes (at the height of their media 
fame, circa 1971) sought to take New York by storm with their 


limo lent them by Marlene Dietrich, the Cockettes were a Big 
Apple bomb. The New York Times headlined: “The Cockettes: 
The Show Was a Drag.” Rex Reed sighed, “My God! This is 
worse than Hiroshima.” 

Three decades later, documentarians David Weissman and 
Bill Weber have reassembled the surviving members of the 
troupe, and painstakingly sifted through thousands of photos, 
film clips and live stage recordings to provide a unique glimpse 
of an era that still provides inspiration for today’s pop-driven 
dreams. The Cockettes, opening Friday at the Castro Theatre, cap¬ 
tures the giddy time when glamour and attitude ruled, and a pas¬ 
sion for dead animal skins and fur was not politically incorrect. 

Weissman says dressing up for the Midnight movies at the 
Palace preceded and even helped give birth to the Cockettes. 
“People would trip or whatever, but they would get dressed up 
in costumes and come see these weird triple bills of very eclec¬ 
tic piovies — Betty Boop, Agnes Varda, Bunuel and Busby

In dreamtime 

How many filmmakers do you 
know who are black, gay, and 
British? One of them is represented 
in The Film Art of Isaac Julien, the 
filmmaker receiving this year’s 
Frameline Award from San Francis¬ 
co’s gay/lesbian film fest. The exhi¬ 
bition in the main gallery space of 
Yerba Buena Center is a multime¬ 
dia presentation of several of 
Julien’s short cinematic works. The 


Dyke Action Machine: politics and art with a good laugh. 


Long Road to Mazatlan 
(1999) is shown on a 
large, three-screen rear- 
projection device; Three 
(The Conservator's 
Dream) (1996-99) ap¬ 
pears on three flat- 
screen LCD monitors; 
and Trussed (1996), a 
meditation on bondage 
and trust, appears on a 
curved cyclorama in two 
parallel mirror images. 

Julien’s cinematic 
work is characterized 
by extremely beautiful 
visual images that are 
often enigmatic and 
dreamlike. The nature 
of the work makes his 
films the perfect candi¬ 
date for this type of 
presentation. Visitors 
may walk through and 
around the constantly 
unfolding images, 
without making an ex¬ 
tensive time commit¬ 
ment to any one work, 
or they may view the 
films from start to fin¬ 
ish. 

At the entry to the 
exhibition, there is a small collec¬ 
tion of still images taken from 
Julien’s film work that supple¬ 
ment the film and video presenta¬ 
tion. Four images from Trussed ef¬ 
fectively cascade down a wall op¬ 
posite the gallery’s central stair¬ 
case, but the bulk of the images 
extracted from his films do not 
make a successful transition to 
still photography. Some of the 
problems may be due to the tech¬ 
nological limitations of the trans¬ 
fer process, but moving images 
that are so dreamy and evocative 
morph into grainy and 
out-of-focus still prints. The re¬ 
sult does not serve the work well. 

The Film Art of Issac Julien; 
Straight to Hell: 10 Years of Dyke 
Action Machine; and The Cockettes 
run concurrently at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts through July

i tioned the diversity 
of the gay experi¬ 
ence, three current ex¬ 
hibits at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts 
could erase all doubt on 
the matter. Visitors will 
discover a delightful 
tribute to San Francis¬ 
co’s own Cockettes 
tucked away on the mu¬ 
seum’s second floor, ap¬ 
propriately located in a 
world of its own. Film¬ 
makers Bill Weber and 
David Weissman, whose 
documentary The Cock¬ 
ettes opens tomorrow at 
the Castro Theatre, cu¬ 
rate an exhibition of 33 
still photographs of the 
group. And what a col¬ 
lection it is. 

From the moment I 
stepped into the exhibi¬ 
tion, I found it simply 
impossible to wipe the 
grin off my face, until I 
was forced to tear my¬ 
self away from the last image. 
Most of these large photographic 
prints (in B&W and color) are 
circa 1971, when the hippie/queer 
theater troupe was at the zenith of 
its popularity. The Cockettes are 
photographed in their communal 
residence, on the streets of San 
Francisco, and in Manhattan, the 
scene of the group’s great theatri¬ 
cal debacle. All the images are 
compelling, but some of the most 
delightful prints are the work of 
photographer Bud Lee. 

There is a small collection of 
Cockettes memorabilia included in 
the exhibit, but nothing speaks 
more eloquently than the pho¬ 
tographs from the period. Weber 
and Weissman deserve credit for 
putting together a show that re¬ 
flects the inspired lunacy of person, 
time, and place as effectively as 
their delightful film documentary. 


D.A.M. lesbians 


Agitprop lesbian activism has 
its say in the exhibition Straight to 
Hell: 10 Years of Dyke Action Ma¬ 
chine! Photographer Sue Schaff- 
ner and painter Carrie Moyer are 
the creative forces behind Dyke 
Action Machine, the women per¬ 
sonally responsible for a series of 
poster campaigns plastered 
throughout Manhattan. Their 
twisted take on even more twist¬ 
ed mainstream advertising cam¬ 
paigns demonstrates an ability to 
make an effective artistic and po¬ 
litical statement while giving 
everyone a good laugh. 

The exhibition currently on 
display at Yerba Buena is mount¬ 
ed, ceiling to floor, in one room. 
Posters and photographs plaster 
the walls, and a large central table 
displays smaller pieces of 
ephemera, as well as several books 
which illuminate themes central 
to Dyke Action Machine. There 
are also two computer terminals 
that allow visitors to log on to 
their new website, www.gy- 
nadome.com (yes, you can try this 
at home). Gynadome, and its ac¬ 
companying poster, posit the ex¬ 
istence of an entire lesbian planet 
inhabited by techno-resistant fe¬ 
males. Visitors can enter a chat 
room and share their impressions 
with others, but they need to 
watch their language — techies 
will be punished.

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Romeos awakening 


'Shakespeare

S hakespeare’s R&J is like 
Romeo and Juliet squared. 
Joe Calarco’s adaptation of 
the classic tale of sexual awaken¬ 
ings is performed as a play within 
the play by a young cast also deal¬ 
ing with sexual awakenings. That 
the young cast is comprised of 
males only adds to the complexi¬ 
ties of this story of forbidden love 
between both sets of characters. 

Calarco’s adaptation, which he 
also directed, was well-received 
during an off-Broadway run four 
years ago, and it is now receiving 
a passionate Bay Area premiere at 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen-

ter. 

Director George Maguire and 
his cast of four fresh faces have 
created a vital theatrical experi¬ 
ence based on the original that is 
largely devoid of the usual pro¬ 
duction accouterments. The stage 
is a blank space except for three 
wooden boxes that are variously 
moved, shoved, and drummed 
upon. The costumes are only the 
matching blazers, ties, and khaki 
pants that are the uniforms of a 
regimented Catholic prep school. 
And the props consist just of a 
swatch of red cloth and a book. 

Ah, but the book that these 
four students stumble upon when 
their rote studies are finished is 
Romeo and Juliet. At first, acting 
out scenes from the play is a ten¬ 
sion-relieving lark. They throw 
themselves into the fight scenes, 
having fun impersonating the 
supporting characters, and even 
though all four appear to be 
straight-identified, they don’t 
mind playing out the budding ro¬ 
mance between Romeo and Juli¬ 
et. At least, not at first. 

But when the two boys who 
have taken on the title roles begin 
to communicate a bit too realisti¬ 
cally the sexual energies between 
their characters, the other boys 
become increasingly uncomfort¬ 
able. So unnerved is one of the 
boys by the wedding scene that he 
literally rips the offending pages 
from the book. In the end, the 
characters have discovered new 
passions that are still to be sorted

out. 

It is a remarkable foursome 
who bring to new life this ancient 
story, dealing not only with the 
rigors of Shakespeare’s dialogue, 
but also of communicating their 
own characters’ prejudices while 
capturing the essences of the 
characters that Shakespeare cre¬ 
ated. On top of all this, there is 
their precise rendering of the 
strenuous but intricate move¬ 
ments provided by Maguire and 
combat choreographer John 
Tracy. 

The four actors play multiple 
roles, but each has one or more 
signature characters: Brent 
Rosenbaum as Romeo, Taylor 
Valentine as Juliet, Ian Petroni as 
Lady Capulet and Friar Laurence, 
and Nick Tagas as the Nurse and 
Tybalt. They create an exquisite 
ensemble performance under 
Maguire’s meticulous yet heated 
direction. Note should also be 
made of Brian Jones, whose elab¬ 
orate but precise lighting design 
effectively mirrors the shifting 
drama onstage. 

In Shakespeare’s R&J, you get 
two plays that are happening si¬ 
multaneously, and both have 
been beautifully realized. Don’t 
miss this rare theatrical experi¬ 
ence. ▼

20th-century fox 

David Robertson at Davies

C onductor David Robertson 
has joined the small but 
growing list of guest artists 
making regular visits to Davies 
Symphony Hall. We are learning 
to expect exciting and offbeat 
repertoire whenever he appears, 
as well as fresh insights into more 
familiar fare. His latest fortnight 
on the podium should assure an¬ 
other return invitation. 

Olivier Messiaen’s magnificent 
Turangalila Symphony was the 
most impressive offering this time 
around and, at 80 minutes, the 
longest. Still, the evening-long 
performance fairly flew by in a 
dazzling explosion of color and 
tingling aural stimulation. From 
the brash and thrilling Introduc¬ 
tion to the radiant Finale, Robert¬ 
son showed a mastery of the intri¬ 
cate score that communicated to 
his players and simply wowed the 
audience. 

Messiaen’s love for and acade¬ 
mic obsession with birds is every¬ 
where in Turangalila, as well as his 
mystical religiosity. Catholic val¬ 
ues might not square with the 
overt sensuality of the piece, but 
the composer’s devotion was of 
the ecstatic variety, and this sym¬ 
phony definitely travels to seventh 
heaven. 

A paean to love, magical and 
majestic, the title is Sanskrit, join¬ 
ing “Turanga” (time passing) to 
“Lila” (love, life and death). In 10 
movements, Messiaen runs the 
gamut with remarkable and lush 
orchestration, bordering on the 
very brink of vulgarity. 

Not everyone responds favor¬ 
ably to his rapturous flights of 
fancy or his obvious belief in 
Wagnerian “Liebestod.” What 
cannot be denied is the startling 
audacity or originality of the score 
— if one listens closely, there is 
even a whiff of Gershwin in the 
Garden of Love. Of course, the 
lovers are closer to Tristan and 
Isolde or Pelleas and Melisande 
than Porgy and Bess, but the sheer 
daring of Messiaen’s vision is in¬ 
toxicating. 

Essaying the important solo 
parts, pianist Roger Muraro (in 
his San Francisco Symphony 
debut) made a brilliant impres¬ 
sion, undaunted by the range of 
expression demanded of him; and 
Cynthia Miller played the exotic 
ondes martenot expertly. From 
the crashing chords of the open¬ 
ing to the exquisite evocations of 
birdsong, Muraro remained in 
firm but rhythmically free form. 
Miller maintained a lower profile, 
sabotaged somewhat by the 


acoustical mysteries of Davies. 
The sonorities of her strange and 
enchanting instrument were, 
nonetheless, an important part of 
the lush orchestral palette. 

Solid rearing 

Robertson’s pedigree in this 
music is solid. As current Music 
Director of the Orchestre Nation¬ 
al de Lyon as well as Artistic Di¬ 
rector of Lyon’s Auditorium and 
former Music Director of the 
prestigious Ensemble Intercon- 
temporain in Paris, he has made a 
career steeped in 20th-century 
music. That rearing and intelli¬ 
gence was also apparent in his 
most recent concerts last week. 

Starting that program with the 
first SFS performances of Kurt 
Weill’s delectable Kleine 
Dreigroschenmusik, Suite for 
Wind Orchestra from The Three¬ 
penny Opera, the Santa Monica- 
born conductor again asserted his 
international education. The re¬ 
sults were nowhere near as satis¬ 
fying as the flawless Turangalila, 
but he put a very personal stamp 
on the cabaret classicism of the 
likewise sophisticated Weill. 

Willfully ignoring the dance- 
band tempos that make the Suite 
so catchy, Robertson instead chose 
a slow and romantic approach. It 
worked best in the Tango Ballad; 
and the lovely Polly’s Song and the 
Overture and Finale, with their 
Bach and Handel flavorings, were 
delightful. The ensemble couldn’t 
cope with his languorous treat¬ 
ment of the other numbers, but 
one could appreciate what he was 
after, and there was some down¬ 
right sexy solo playing. 

The next piece, Frank Martin’s 
Petite Symphonie concertante, 
was the undisputed hit of the 
evening, drawing several calls and 
a warm ovation. As an introduc¬ 
tion to the music of a composer

Feijoo, Tan shine in SF Ballet's ' Giselle'

oncern over the departure 
4 of two prominent San Fran- 
ti * cisco Ballet ballerinas at the 
end of this season was nullified 
last weekend with the company’s 
final program, Helgi Tomasson’s 
sturdy staging of the full-length 
Giselle. Though fan interest natu¬ 
rally centers on the May 11 per¬ 
formance in which Joanna 
Berman makes her farewell to 
SFB, the first two Giselle evenings 
clarified the company’s future. 

They starred Lorena Feijoo 
and Yuan Yuan Tan, who are now, 
de facto, SFB’s reigning prima bal¬ 
lerinas. This is not to slight prin¬ 
cipals Julia Adam, Julie Diana, 
Tina LeBlanc, Kristin Long, 
Muriel Maffre or Katita Waldo, all 
valuable, even cherishable 
dancers. Yet for sheer, 
audience-galvanizing star power, 
Feijoo and Tan are SFB’s glamour 
girls. Luckily for us, they are also 
both exquisite artists. 

I’ve written repeatedly about 
why I like both dancers, and these 
performances not only confirmed 
everything I’d previously felt, they 


added new insights. For instance, 
one expects the Cuban Feijoo to 
be naturally fiery and emotive, 
while Shanghai-born Tan has 
sometimes disconcerted viewers 
with her coolness. On this occa¬ 
sion, their roles were reversed. Fei- 
joo’s mad scene was classical and 
passionate, but contained within 
the correct gestures and steps, with 
the emotions naturally distilled. 

Tan’s mad scene was almost 
Kabuki-like. Her beautiful, often 
impassive face was wild with an¬ 
guish, her eyes huge and terrified, 
her mouth sometimes contorted 
with pain. Those little, remem¬ 
bered phrases from the duets with 
Albrecht, which she had previous¬ 
ly danced with airy liquefaction, 
were now angularized and accent¬ 
ed daringly off the beat. 

This was all the more interest¬ 
ing because in Act II Tan became 
so otherworldly as Giselle’s spirit 
that even her face looked differ¬ 
ent, now iconic and serene as op¬ 
posed to the joyous and then fran¬ 
tic girl of the previous act. This 
contrast made it seem as if two 
different women were dancing the 
part, and displayed unexpected 
depths of artistic imagination on 


Tan’s part. Whoever is coaching 
her is onto something important. 

Feijoo, on the other hand, kept 
the connection between the two 
acts. As she dances to keep her 
feckless lover alive, her spirit re¬ 
mains humanly compassionate. 
Feijoo’s Giselle is going to suffer 
for eternity; Tan’s is probably 
going to become the next Queen 
of the Wilis. In addition to all this 
psychological “acting,” both 
dancers were technically superb. 
Tan is perhaps a little lighter and 
softer; Feijoo, the more mature 
artist, articulates each series of

Getting in ‘Harm’s Way’ 

Stephen Pel ton, Lea Wolf at ODC

n the local modern dance 

H scene, the facts of having 
’ just a few decent places to 
perform, a handful of cheap 
places to rehearse, and a choice of 
two or three studios with profes¬ 
sional-caliber classes, keeps things 
small, for better and for worse. 
The advantage is the sense of 
community here, where you’ll see 
people from every dance compa¬ 
ny performing in or sitting in the 
audience at every other dance 
company performance. But it also 
tends to make the work look the 
same, with ideas and techniques 
swapped as readily as gossip. It’s 
good when new folks come to 
town, and even better when, as in 
the case of Stephen Pelton and 
Lea Wolf, the local talent takes a 
sabbatical. 

Pelton has been teaching in 
London, while Wolf’s gig took her 



“drenched with people into the 
theatre and dance,” an energy and 
excitement that “feeds me,” he 
said. And it’s cheap! He recalls 
seeing artists like Judi Dench and 
Alan Rickman at the theatre for 
$15. Beyond the opportunity to 
observe, however, Pelton found 
that Europe offered him the op- 
next page ► 


steps so that they make a perfect¬ 
ly phrased expressive sequence. 

Needless to say, their 
rock-steady balances, delicate 
pointe work, airy jumps, beautiful 
arabesques, eloquent epaulement 
and those blinding smiles — both 
women are incredibly attractive 
outside the blonde-bland Ameri¬ 
can model — were absolute per¬ 
fection. I don’t remember ever 
seeing two Giselles (or Swan 
Lakes , for that matter) danced 
back-to-back by any company in 
which the leading ladies were so 
fabulous. What a change from the 
previous two SFB Giselle s, in 
which the opening-night dancer 
was not up to the part. 

The musical presentation 
matched the lofty level of the bal¬ 
lerinas. I’ve been bitching about 
the SFB orchestra and conducting 
since Denis de Coteau died. I’m 
still not sure they’ve found the an¬ 
swer to their problems in the 
young Brit Paul Hoskins, who led 
both performances, but, aside 
from some awkward brass and 
percussion noises early on, his 
conducting of Adolphe Adam’s 
score — with Tomasson’s over¬ 
ly-extended, not-so-great addi¬ 
tions to Act I — was rhythmically 
sharp, extremely poetic (Paul Er¬ 
lich’s viola solo in Act II helped a 
lot) and supportive of the 
dancers. 

Otherwise, the production has 
not changed that much. Mikael 
Melbye’s sets are still not quite 
right in my eyes. You can’t see Al¬ 
brecht’s house from the right or 
Giselle’s grave from the left, but 


the lighting is helpful in allowing 
Tomasson’s staging details, in¬ 
cluding the meaningfully deliv¬ 
ered mime, to register fully. 

Besides the title role, the danc¬ 
ing was good though not great. 
Maffre looks like she should be an 
ideal Queen of the Wilis, but her 
arabesques penchees are not near¬ 
ly deep enough, and her clanking 
pointes nullify the idea of Myrtha 
as an incorporeal spirit. Anita Pa- 
ciotti made a sympathetic mother, 
and Tiekka Schofield was the 
haughty yet not cruel Bathilde. 
Both nights, my susceptible fe¬ 
male companions preferred 
Damian Smith’s manly Hilarion 
to the putative hero. So what else 
is new? 

Yuri Possokhov partnered Fei¬ 
joo impeccably, and she inspired 
him to act more than he ever has 
in this role. (Berman should turn 
the same trick on May 11.) Yet his 
romantic hero days are probably 
over as far as the technical stuff 
goes. He might as well have not 
even attempted the brises voles in 
Act II. 

Vadim Solomakha did them 
better; he’s a purer classicist than 
most of the company males. He’s 
also Tan’s best partner in this kind 
of work, though she is now out¬ 
dancing him most of the time. 
Still, their tender, unforced inti¬ 
macy continues to be touching in 
both acts. They remind me a little 
of Natasha Makarova and Ivan 
Nagy, and I can’t think of any¬ 
thing in ballet more subtly, satis- 
fyingly romantic than that partic¬ 
ular partnership. ▼

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Serial madness and easy targets

E dmund Burke said (so suc¬ 
cinctly) all that is necessary 
for evil to triumph is for 
good men to do nothing. That 
statement can be applied to much 
that has gone on in the news this 
week — coverage of the Middle 
East, and coverage of the crisis in 
the Catholic Church. In each are 
scapegoats — the Jews and the 
queers (interesting, since each 
group is considered by conserva¬ 
tives and bigots to be in control of 
the media), ever the easy targets of 
millennia of hatred. 

The carnage in the Middle East 
may have eased (for a time), but 
the evils being perpetrated there 
and emanating from there contin¬ 
ue unabated. Yet the global silence 
is deafening. The rise of anti- 
Semitism throughout Europe 70 
years ago went, in a world without 
television, unremarked until the 
Holocaust had been burnt into 
the annals of history with the 
seared flesh of millions. It is easy 
to look at pictures of the bombed- 
out Palestinian refugee town that 
was Jenin and, rightly, feel 
tremendous empathy for those 
who lived there. But the interna¬ 
tional TV cameras fail to register 
the pain and suffering elsewhere, 
like in Hebron, where Palestinian 
gunmen went house to house last 
weekend murdering Jews in their 
beds, including several children. 
Or in the streets of France, where 
Jewish children have become con¬ 
stant victims of anti-Semitic at¬ 
tacks in recent weeks, even as the 


anti-Semitic Fascist Jean-Marie Le 
Pen is lauded by 30 percent of the 
electorate. Where are the cameras 
to record the torment echoing 
from those fronts? Is there no 
room for more than one victim? 

TV and its cameras purport to 
be objective. “The camera doesn’t 
lie” has long been an axiom. And 
the camera doesn’t lie; however, 
the cameraman rarely is impas¬ 
sive, and the reportage accompa¬ 
nying any given photograph 
can alter its message con¬ 
siderably. 

Queers who 
watched the AIDS 
epidemic portrayed 
on TV saw two epi¬ 
demics, that of the 
“innocent” victims 
of the disease 
— children, re¬ 
cipients of 
blood transfu¬ 
sions, hemophiliacs — and those 
who contracted the disease “of 
their own volition” — IV drug- 
users, prostitutes, gay men; surely 
queers must understand the sub¬ 
tle complexities of presentation. 
All the victims of Middle East vi¬ 
olence have suffered egregiously. 
Not all Palestinians are suicide 
bombers, nor all Israelis imperial¬ 
ists in tanks. We would all do to be 
reminded, then, that anti-Semi¬ 
tism, like homophobia, pumps 
beneath the surface of TV news 
coverage like a blood beat. 

Taking the blame 

That blood beat coursed 
through the Sunday talk shows 
last week, which divided their 


time between the crisis in the 
Middle East and the crisis in 
America’s Catholic Church. As 
Jews have become the media 
scapegoats for the violence in Is¬ 
rael and the Palestinian territo¬ 
ries, gay priests have become the 
scapegoats for the wave of pe¬ 
dophilia in the Church. The May 
2 arrest of Rev. Paul Shanley, pro¬ 
ponent of NAMBLA and its pe- 
dophiliac perversity, on charges of 
rape and molestation of a series of 
young boys, only further 
served to complicate 
the issue. 

The Church would 
have the nation’s 
Catholics and others 
believe pedophiliac 
priests are a symptom 
of a priest¬ 
hood “infect¬ 
ed,” in the 
words of 
Philadelphia Cardinal Anthony 
Bevilaqua, with “homosexuals.” 
But as queers who have long 
heard the erroneous correlation 
know, such is not the case. Serial 
pedophiles like Father John Ge- 
oghan, recently sentenced for rape 
in Boston, and Shanley, known by 
the Church to have been molest¬ 
ing youngsters for years, have as 
much in common with the ma¬ 
jority of gay men (priests or not) 
as alleged serial rapist Tony 
Graves has with the average 
straight man. The Church using 
TV news and talk shows to impli¬ 
cate gay priests rather than take 
responsibility for protecting serial 
pedophiles for generations only 
aggravates an already egregious 


situation. The homophobic com¬ 
mentary of various bishops and 
cardinals on the network talk 
shows may not be violent, like the 
anti-Semitic attacks in France, but 
it has the potential to lead to vio¬ 
lence. 

Violence will continue to be 
the topic of Nightline this week 
and next, as Ted Koppel inter¬ 
views Yasser Arafat and Ariel 
Sharon among others, in an at¬ 
tempt to create dialogue and dis¬ 
pel myths about what is occurring 
in the Middle East. More than any 
other TV journalist, Koppel has 
attempted to present an even- 
handed look at the violence and 
its consequences, without appear¬ 
ing to take sides, despite being a 
Holocaust survivor himself. 

Green party 

On non-news TV, the season is 
winding down with the usual May 
sweeps drama. ER has been jerk¬ 
ing tears with the dying and now 
death of lead character Dr. Mark 
Green from cancer (and using the 
character to address the escalating 
rate of cancer in the US). Green, 
played with aplomb and under¬ 
stated poignancy by Anthony Ed¬ 
wards for eight seasons, will make 
his final appearance tonight in an 
episode that both recaps his years 
in the ER and his final days. (He 
“died” in last week’s episode.) The 
show has also used Green’s death 
to further the storylines of other 
characters, notably Dr. John 
Carter (Noah Wylie) and Dr. Ker- 
rie Weaver (Laura Innes). 
Weaver’s response to Green’s 
death has driven her closer to her 
lesbian lover, paramedic Nancy 
Lopez (Lisa Vidal), and caused her 
to come out publicly to her co¬ 
workers after years in the closet. 
Stay tuned to this storyline right 
up till the final episode in three 
weeks. 

NBC has swept the spotlight 
and ratings during sweeps month, 
bringing in stars of former hit se¬ 
ries like Cheers to appear on Frasi¬ 
er, and St. Elsewhere to appear on 
Scrubs. Ten-year anniversary 
shows of Jay Leno’s Tonight Show 
and Dateline are also taking cen¬ 
ter stage. We admit we enjoyed 
seeing Glenn Close on Will & 
Grace last week, even if we found

portunity to “get out of the rut 
I’m into — think about what I 
don’t know — accept my limita¬ 
tions more readily.” 

Back in San Francisco, he’s 
been working for six hours a day 
on the new pieces, “back in that 
unstable place. Just to be in that 
mindset is the most important 
thing to me.” 

For Wolf, a big new experi¬ 
ment has been to create a piece 
with a very simple movement lan¬ 
guage. “Have I been distracted by 
virtuosity?” she asked herself. Her 
new piece, Story, includes a multi- 
generational cast, and is based on 
a poem by Mark Strand that 
evokes for her the “mystery of ex¬ 
perience and the impenetrability 
of fate.” She pairs an older couple 
with a younger couple who might 
be versions of themselves, or a 
version of the story they tell about 
themselves: an older self longing 
for a younger one; a couple 
watching one another age; the 
frustration of being locked inside 
a single narrative, a single life. 

The two choreographers share 
what they call a fondness for 
“beautiful movement.” Wolf puts 
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the appearance of the award-win¬ 
ning actress to be somewhat be¬ 
neath her myriad talents and be¬ 
speaking the larger problem for 
actresses of a certain age. (We also 
liked seeing her kiss Will and 
Grace.) 

Other NBC shows that bear 
watching in the final weeks are of 
course The West Wing and Law & 
Order: SVU. For those who still 
miss LA Law, Sunday (May 12) 
will bring a reunion of sorts to 
NBC with LA Law: The Movie, for 
those who won’t be watching the 
fabulous special effects on ABC’s 
miniseries Dinotopia, which we 
recommend. 

Stay tuned during sweeps to 
ABC’s All My Children. Lesbian 
diva-in-training Bianca Mont¬ 
gomery (Emmy-nominated Eden 
Riegel) got drunk last week and 
made a pass at her murdered 
lover’s twin sister, Maggie (Eliza¬ 
beth Hendrickson — can we 
blame her?) Maggie, unlike her 
twin so not queer, freaked out and 
kicked Bianca to the curb. Mean¬ 
while, everyone (including Mag¬ 
gie’s cousin, David) took Bianca’s 
side in the debacle, leaving Mag¬ 
gie to want to leave town. Maybe. 
(Hendrickson just signed a 
longterm contract. Maybe Maggie 
could be more queer than she 
thinks?) 

Also stay tuned to see what 
happens to the rumored talk show 
in negotiation between Bill Clin¬ 
ton and NBC. Clinton allegedly 
wants a talk show a la Oprah, with 
an Oprah-like salary of $50 mil¬ 
lion. No one is actually debunking 
this story, so it must have some 
basis in fact, unless it’s just anoth¬ 
er ratings booster. But we can’t 
imagine a more titillating host 
than Clinton. Bill Maher meets 
Jerry Springer. Ink the deal, NBC, 
ink the deal. 

Finally, our TV moment of the 
week came when Arafat went to 
survey the damage in Jenin and 
called the site “a very bad thing 
done by very bad people.” Some¬ 
one proffered a little girl of about 
four who was holding a Palestin¬ 
ian flag to Arafat to kiss. As he 
pushed his grizzled face into hers, 
she burst into tears, shrieking in 
Arabic that he was terrifying. Out 
of the mouths of babes. ▼ 


it this way: “motion itself as a 
source of meaning.” 

Pelton’s new Harm's Way is a 
high-energy group work that 
imagines itself in the America of 
the early ’60s, when paranoia and 
the fear of nuclear disaster have 
just begun to hit. A reprise is the 
setting of his work Rain (1992), 
originally “two guys in business 
suits, fighting and fucking,” on 
two women. The female dancers, 
whom Pelton calls “sweet,” have to 
call upon considerable reserves of 
acting talent to pull out the vio¬ 
lence and competitiveness that, 
for the original dancers, was an 
easy, instinctual, male kind of 
thing. 

Wolf has assembled a cast of 
dancers from across the country 
to perform with her in this con¬ 
cert, “convening people I respect 
into a community around an idea. 
I make dance in order to think 
about ideas or questions, so be¬ 
neath the structure of any dance 
lies a struggle to understand.” ▼

Art in San Francisco galleries this month

| y favorite art event of the 
| ; past month took place one 
- windy April night at the 
San Francisco Dump, er, make that 
the Sanitary Fill Company, down 
near the Cow Palace. The remark¬ 
able Artist-in-Residence Program 
there presents an annual reception 
to showcase the work of resident 
artists, four of whom are chosen 
every year from a large field of ap¬ 
plicants. Refuse is turned into art 
by these select few, who work in the 
1,200-square-ft. studio near the 44- 
acre recycling center. And it does¬ 
n’t smell nearly as bad as you might 
imagine. Among the permanent 
collection pieces are surprisingly 
beautiful bowls made of vandalized 
glass from San Francisco bus shel¬ 
ters. “Don’t go breaking bus shel¬ 
ters for us!” reads their website at 
www.sunsetscavenger.com/air_abo 
ut_us.htm. 

Meanwhile, back in the City, 
almost every gallery in town in¬ 
stalled new spring shows in early 
May. Among the best are the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Vik Munoz at Rena Bransten, 
77 Geary Street, is best known for 
photographing his own artworks 
made of chocolate syrup dripped 
into shapes of Old Master paint¬ 
ings. Flere he has photographed 
and enlarged arrangements of 
Pantone color chips which, when 
viewed from afar, behave visually 
like enormous pixels to form im¬ 


ages which, in this case, emulate 
Monet’s Haystack paintings. 

Next door at the Graystone 
Gallery until June 1, a mini-retro¬ 
spective of the 1980s and 1990s 
work of David Maxim fills the 
walls, bulging out into the view¬ 
er’s space with its rugged mas¬ 
culinity— a bit like the local artist 
himself. Several of the larger 
works are especially filled with vi¬ 
tality, suggesting an action that 
has just been completed, as in the 
case of an enormous wooden 
bucket which appears to have 
spilled its contents onto the wall 
panel behind it from just over the 
viewer’s head. 

Edward Burtynsky is having 
the second show in a little more 
than a year of his color pho¬ 
tographs of an abandoned ship¬ 
yard at the Robert Koch Gallery, 
49 Geary Street. Never has rust 
been photographed more beauti¬ 
fully than in Shipbreaking: The 
Second Voyage, through June 29. 

The tidy little wall sculptures 
of Carole Seborovski in the back 
room ( Mixed Media ) at Haines 
Gallery, 49 Geary Street, are de¬ 
ceptive at first. What appears two- 
dimensional, upon reflection be¬ 
trays a third dimension of unex¬ 
pected, and occasionally indeci¬ 
pherable, materials. Continuing 
through May 18. 

Fine lines 

Once you pass the chaotic, in¬ 
ventive SoMa graffiti art of Barry 
McGee at Gallery Paule Anglim, 


(14 Geary Street), you reach the 
quiet oasis of fine line drawings 
by Dean Smith, who is enjoying 
his second Anglim show in the 
back room. Arranged together in 
the gallery’s smaller space by the 
artist and gallerist, the abstract 
drawings illustrate the beauty of 
the meticulous mind. New works 
with metallic colors are particu¬ 
larly well-suited to Smith’s tech¬ 
nique, and they make the inter¬ 
play of positive and negative space 
in his work especially intriguing. 

Giving Smith a run for his 
money at Hosfelt Gallery (430 
Clementina Street) are the globes 
of Russell Crotty, who delineates 
finely rendered landscapes in ink 
on large spheres suspended from 
the gallery ceiling. Exhibition 
ends on May 25. 

While you’re downtown, stop 
at SFMOMA to see the final days 
of the landmark Eva Hesse retro¬ 
spective, its only US venue, before 
it leaves for Europe on May 19. 
And for something completely 
different, check out the fourth- 
floor video galleries for a pleasur¬ 
able look at the work of Swiss- 
American artist Christian Mar- 
clay. It’s all about editing for this 
sound and visual artist, who is 
represented by a clever kinetic 
sound sculpture, Tape Fall (1989), 
in the smaller gallery, and the 
newly commissioned four-chan¬ 
nel video collage of found footage 
in the massive central video 
gallery. Video Quartet presents 
rapid-fire images snipped from 


commercial films from Holly¬ 
wood and abroad, juxtaposed and 
choreographed to keep the view¬ 
er’s eyes and ears in a constant 
state of excitement. There is also 
the occasionally lyrical symphon¬ 
ic moment. Marilyn Monroe and 
Barbra Streisand (as Fanny Brice) 
simultaneously snap their fans 
open on adjacent screens, and 
Ann Miller gets the most video 


time doing a tap dance while sit¬ 
ting down. In spite of the oh-so- 
gay sensibility of the subject mat¬ 
ter, SFMOMA media curator 
Benjamin Weil assures me that 
Marclay is “straight as an ace.” If 
the whole presentation teeters 
dangerously close to an opening 
montage for the Academy Awards, 
its overall effect is one of musical 
delight.

ame a film without any gay 
A M characters that’s more gay 
I 8 than a film with gay char¬ 
acters. Give up? Triumph of Love 
is the answer, if the question ever 
appears on Jeopardy. 

This frenetically-paced, gen¬ 
der-bending adaptation of Pierre 
Marivaux’s classic 18th-century 
romantic comedy deems that 
clothes do make the man — or 
more accurately, the woman into 
a man. 

Mira Sorvino stars as a 
princess whose father unfairly 
seized the throne of her kingdom, 
killing the previous king and pos¬ 
sibly the queen. The now-dead 
rulers had a son, Agis (Jay 
Rodan), who disappeared and is 
now said to be under the tutelage 
of the philosopher Hemocrates 
(Sir Ben Kingsley). The goal of his 
education: to kill the princess and 
regain his rightful kingdom. 

The guilty princess, who agrees 
Agis should have the throne, 
searches out her possible slayer to 
make amends. But as Cupid would 
have it, she initially spots him 
emerging nude from a lake. The 
young man, as the gods would 
have it, is astonishingly beautiful, 
with a perfect behind that defies 
gravity. Instantly she’s in love. 

But what is a princess to do in 
such a dilemma? 

This one decides to dress her¬ 
self and her servant up as men, get 
on to Hemocrates’ estate, and win 
the lad over to her side. Her main 
problem is Hemocrates detests 


love and has trained Agis to de¬ 
spise the wasteful emotion, along 
with all women. The one excep¬ 
tion is Hemocrates’ sister Leon- 
tine (British lesbian icon Fiona 
Shaw), who’s an aging scientist. 

Before you can shout, “Lady 
Bunny,” the princess has become 
Agis’ best male friend and Leon- 
tine’s fiance. As for the arrogant 
Hemocrates, who has sneered at 
the “weaker” sex all his life, he gets 
turned on for the first time in his 
unimpassioned life by a woman 
dressed up as a man, knowing 
well that the young man is a 
woman. Naturally, he becomes 
the princess’ fiance, too. 

Oh, Lord! Has someone bitten 
off more than she can chew? 

This charming, playfully-acted 


farce turns out well for its charac¬ 
ters and for us. Two minor com¬ 
plaints are the annoyingly strident 
editing and director Clare Peploe’s 
grating whim that the cast is per¬ 
forming a play for a live audience. 
Every now and then as a character 
is running for cover, he or she 
runs into a group of modern- 
dressed, seated spectators. To find 
out why, you’ll have to phone Pep- 
loe. 

That aside, here’s a literate, 
witty, and comely entertainment 
well worth the price of a bottle of 
mascara or two. For trivia fans, 
Bernardo Bertolucci is both co¬ 
writer and producer of this treat. ▼

who deserves more recognition, 
Robertson chose well. 

He was also well-served by his 
trio of soloists. Symphony musi¬ 
cians Douglas Rioth, harp; Marc 
Shapiro, piano; and Robin Suther¬ 
land, harpsichord, all played ad¬ 
mirably, lending important dra¬ 
matic interest amid the rich 
sound of the double-string or¬ 
chestra. 


The relatively brief score could 
sound a little ponderous in the 
wrong hands, but Robertson kept 
things lively, and the overall im¬ 
pression was surprisingly moving. 
Just enough weight and tangy 
modernism makes a satisfying 
blend. 

The concert closed with a bit¬ 
ing traversal of Beethoven’s Sym¬ 
phony No. 1 in C major, opus 21. 
Some have called it the first Ro¬ 
mantic symphony, and Robertson 
seemed bent on proving them 
right. It might have sounded a lit¬ 


tle strong for Beethoven’s sunny 
debut in the genre, but it did take 
the composer some four years to 
write, and the conductor made 
clear the importance of the re¬ 
sults. 

If the Hall wasn’t sold out this 
time, word of mouth should make 
David Robertson’s next visit a hot 
ticket. Like Michael Tilson 
Thomas, he combines a charis¬ 
matic stage presence with great 
taste in programming and an abil¬ 
ity to bring out the best in his mu¬ 
sicians. ▼

Berkeley all in one program — it 
was people going to those things 
and dressing up that ultimately 
got together and became the 
Cockettes. That whole notion of 
dressing up was so much a part of 
San Francisco in that hippie peri¬ 
od.” 

Weber adds that not only did 
the Cockettes emerge from the 
audience, they usually invited au¬ 
dience members onstage to per¬ 
form. “That’s what they didn’t get 
in New York.” 

Free-love living 

Another thing they didn’t get 
in New York was that the Cock¬ 
ettes were a byproduct of San 
Francisco’s huge hippie commu¬ 
nity (including Janis Joplin, the 
Diggers’ free food in Golden Gate 
Park, and the Mime Troupe) that 
featured communal living, group 
marriage and manifestations of 
grass-roots socialism as expressed 
in institutions such as the Food 
Conspiracy and the Free Print 
Shop. In the film, Jilala, a sup¬ 
porter of the Cockettes who 
cooked their meals and expressed 
their philosophy, describes the 
group’s Kaliflower communal 
house as having been founded on 
the principles of the utopian 
Oneida movement, “which was a 
Christian exercise in commu¬ 
nism.” 

In Elevator Girls in Bondage, a 
Michael Kalmen-directed campy 
film that plays like West Coast 
John Waters, a Cockette, attired in 
a costume once worn by Joan 
Bondell, quotes Marx (Karl, not 
Groucho), “From each according 
to his abilities, to each according 
to his needs,” or more bluntly, 
“You can do whatever you want 
and get what you need!” 

LSD was the mothers’ milk of 
the Cockettes. As Sweet Pam says 
in the film, “We almost brushed 
our teeth with it. LSD was what 
freed me up to do what I did.” An¬ 
other biological girl in the troupe, 
Fayette, notes that drugs con¬ 
tributed to the emphasis on flashy 
costumes. “People expressed 
themselves through their look, be¬ 
cause a lot of times people would 
be so stoned they became nonver¬ 
bal.” 

John Waters, who credits the 
Cockettes for providing the first 
non-Baltimore boost to his 1970 
“celluloid atrocity Multiple Ma¬ 
niacs, says you can’t ignore how 
pervasive the drug scene was. “It’s 
something you can’t imagine 
today, going someplace where 
every person in the audience and 
onstage was on drugs.” 

Waters, whose cinema diva, 
Divine, found a spiritual home 
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Sweet Pam, Pristine Condition and John Rothermel of the Cockettes. 


charm of a high-school variety 
show. Others, such as the debut of 
Sylvester during the troupe’s stab 
at gospel, give a hint of a breath¬ 
taking, heartstopping creation. 
But as surviving member John 
Flowers reminds us, the Cockettes 
were a troupe of fitfully inspired 
amateurs. “Will success spoil 
mediocrity? That was secretly our 
motto.” Jilala recalls a frequent 
bone of contention — the two 
bucks charged for the midnight 
shows at the Palace — and quotes 
his manifesto against paid shows, 
“Magicians who do paid perfor¬ 
mances, it’s as if they were pulling 
dead rabbits out of hats. I saw 
spiritual people doing vaudeville.” 

Dusty Dawn, whose great trick 
was her “underwater singing,” re¬ 
calls it took a lot of patience to as¬ 
semble a Cockettes show, on the 
part of the troupe’s few actual 
trained musicians, such as 
Richard “Scrumbly” Koldewyn 


and Peter Mintun. “A lot of peo¬ 
ple were tone-deaf, a lot of people 
couldn’t dance, but when you 
were onstage, a lot of people 
thought you were the greatest.” 
Interviewed for the film in the 
wake of his own fabulous musical 
career, Mintun notes, “I don’t re¬ 
member who the first pianist was, 
but I think they drove him stark 
raving mad. Everybody seemed to 
want to live in the fantasy of the 
old movie musical.” 

Interviewed before he died in 
May 2001, Reggie Dunnigan, who 
as “Eartha Kitt” had poured LSD 
in the punchbowl in Tricms Wed¬ 
ding, evoked the lasting philoso¬ 
phy of the Cockettes. “I feel that 
the world for the most part is shit: 
Just give me a torn dress, a hit of 
acid, and let’s go to the beach.” ▼ 


The Cockettes plays the Castro 
Theatre from May 10-30. 
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performing with the Cockettes in 
such shows as Journey to the Cen¬ 
ter of Uranus (Divine appearing as 
the crab on Uranus), explains 
what his crowd of Baltimore film- 
terrorists found so appealing 
about the Cockettes. “They were 
the first bearded drag queens. 
They were like hippie acid-freak 
drag queens, which was really new 
at the time. It still would be new. 
You couldn’t tell if they were men 
or women — straight people, too. 
It was complete sexual anarchy, 
which is always a wonderful 
thing.” 

Parade of perversity 

Not everybody was pleased at 
the sexual integration of the 
troupe. Goldie Glitters, who has 
the starring role in the Cockette 
film travesty Tricias Wedding, 
maintains to this day that “the 
Cockettes should have been all 
guys, should have been 12 guys.” 

Audience members Cara and 
Sal, who felt inspired to crossdress 
for these occasions, explain that 
one of the hardest things to un¬ 
derstand about the Cockettes 
from today’s politically correct 
perspective was that “there was no 
such word as genderbender. You 
never heard transsexual, trans¬ 
gender. You’re not allowed to have 
the gay parade without everything 
included. This had everything in¬ 
cluded, with no names, no tags — 
these were like real people, noth¬ 


ing to grab onto.” 

Editor Weber has performed a 
magician’s job of giving filmgoers 
a warts-and-all sense of being 
present at actual Cockettes shows, 
a sense of the magic and spon¬ 
taneity of seeing butt-naked peo¬ 
ple cavorting around the stage 
performing to the limits of their 
talent and imagination. Some of 
the patched-together snippets of 
performance give off the naive

for my own viewing pleasure,” 
Leguizamo said after a pause as he 
considered the request. 

No, no, just the shirt, said I. 
We’re looking for a little top-al 
nudity, you know, pandering to 
our audience, and maybe selling a 
few more tickets. 

“You don’t think I can sell tick¬ 
ets unless I show off my body? 
What are you trying to say, mister?” 

The shirt stayed on, and as the 
photographer maneuvered him 
about the room, Leguizamo ac¬ 
knowledged that Sexaholix is meant 
to be a sexy show. He laughed when 
he was reminded that Michael 
Musto, the Village Voice's gay gossip 
columnist, likened the show to “a 
really good fuck.” 

“There’s so much sexuality in 
it that when my mom comes to 
see the show, I tell her to sit where 
I can’t see her or hear her,” the 
good son said. “It’s just too odd.” 

Libido laboratory 

In the show, Leguizamo pro¬ 
vides a freewheeling journey 
through his own sexual adventur¬ 
ing, with plenty of detours that 
offer the performer opportunities 
to create outsized impressions of 
characters both real and imag¬ 
ined. The payoff to all this libido 
rummaging is his current state of 
domestic happiness with the 
woman he describes as his “soul¬ 
mate” and their two kids. 

While Leguizamo does portray 
with affectionate humor his gay 
aunt and uncle, the sex in Sexa¬ 
holix is pretty much heterosexual. 
Still, he draws a significant gay au¬ 
dience, an appeal first stirred by 
his divine drag-queen perfor¬ 
mance in To Wong Too... . 


'Laugh at who you pretend to be/ 


And then there is the sexual heat 
in the dirty-dancing energies that 
often overtake his onstage persona. 
“There is a lot of gyrating pelvis 
going on,” he said. “The movement 
starts coming and you have to go 
with it, you know. It has a life of its 
own, and so does my pelvis.” 

Yes, Leguizamo said, he gets hit 
on occasionally by men. “But the 
guys who hit on me are respect¬ 
ful,” he said. “They’re not throw¬ 
ing themselves at me, or trying to 
grab me or anything. They make 
a comment, and that’s cool. I’ll 
take a compliment any day where 
I can get it.” 

It’s hard to imagine that this 
self-confident bantam was once 
the geeky kid who got picked on. 
Born in Colombia, Leguizamo 
grew up in New York, where he 
had to learn to think fast. “Around 
13 or 14,1 became a lot cooler,” he 
said. “My parents got divorced 
and we moved to a tough neigh¬ 
borhood, and I started doing the 
homework for the tough guys and 
hanging out with them. I became 
cool.” 


Cool but troubled. His moth¬ 
er had fled from his father be¬ 
cause of his alcohol-fueled abuse, 
and Leguizamo later found a ther¬ 
apeutic outlet for his anger at his 
father through his show Freak. 

“That show let me say tons of 
shit that I never thought I’d be 
able to say to my dad,” Leguizamo 
said. “I didn’t know he had seen 
the show. He came to my dressing 
room while I was talking to Mike 
Myers, to drop a name, and all of 
a sudden I see this angry face. And 
he was really mad, and we fought, 
and he yelled and I yelled louder, 
and he cried and we hugged.” 

Leguizamo plans a far different 
relationship with his kids, both 
under 2, even as he values the 
good and bad of his own up¬ 
bringing for forging the success¬ 
ful man of today. “Sometimes I 
feel a little sadness that my kids 
are going to grow up too privi¬ 
leged,” he said. “When you don’t 
have it, you have to make things 
happen, you create your own fun. 
It was so exciting. I used to hang 
out on the street all night. My kids 
are not going to do that.” 

Leguizamo calls his kids “Jew- 
oricans,” a combination of his 
girlfriend’s religion and his own 
Puerto Rican heritage. “I’m a re¬ 
covering Catholic,” he said. “I’m 
not religious now. We’re just 
grains of sand in this passage of 
time. You get to do what you get 
to do during your lifespan, and 
that’s it.” 

And, he said, you’re far better 
off if you think of your life as a 
punchline. “Life is ridiculous,” 
Leguizamo said. “The fiber of life, 
everything it throws at you, is 
ridiculous. If you start taking 
things so seriously, you can’t 
achieve or enjoy it as much. Laugh 
at yourself. And laugh at who you 
pretend to be.” T

Wilson has maintained the 
character of Cassandra Reilly in 
three further books to date. Gaudi 
was followed up by Trouble in 
Transylvania in 1993, Death of a 
Much-Traveled Woman in 1998, 
and The Case of the Orphaned 
Bassoonists in 2000. 

Wilson’s oeuvre does not start 
or end with mysteries. Among 
other books, she has published 
novels, including If You Had a 
Family in 1996, and a memoir, 
Blue Windows: A Christian Science 
Childhood, in 1997. ▼ 
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by Alex Robertson Textor 


G audi Afternoon, the film 
adaptation of Barbara Wil¬ 
son’s novel of the same 
name, sailed through the les- 
bian/gay film festival circuit last 
year. Starring Judy Davis along 
with Marcia Gay Harden, Lili Tay¬ 
lor and Juliette Lewis, the film 
would immediately inspire a dis¬ 
tribution fight, one would think. 
Harden in particular, fresh last 
spring from her Best Supporting 
Actress Oscar win, was a huge 
draw for the film during festival 
season. 

Directed by Susan Seidelman 
(Desperately Seeking Susan), 
Gaudi Afternoon hit a nerve 
among queer film festival audi¬ 
ences. Heather Findlay, editor of 
Girlfriends magazine, raves, “It 
was visually a very rich movie, 
with great delivery.” Findlay 
points in particular to “the whole 
bait-and-switch around Marcia 
Gay Harden’s character’s gender, 
which was very well done.” 

And it wasn’t just queer festi¬ 
val audiences who were chomping 
at the bit in anticipation of wide 
release. In December 2001, An¬ 
thony Kaufman of the daily on¬ 
line publication indieWIRE in¬ 
cluded Gaudi Afternoon as an 
“honorable mention” in his year¬ 
ly listing of films deserving US 
distribution. 

Close to a year after its season 
of festival airing, the film has not 
yet found distribution in North 
America. Outside the US, the 
film’s story is different. Kinowelt, 
a German film distribution com¬ 
pany, has picked Gaudi Afternoon 
up for distribution in German¬ 


speaking countries. 

Is this sort of distribution 
delay unusual? Maria Lynn, the 
new president of lesbian and gay- 
themed Wolfe Video, notes that 
such delays are fairly common: “It 
often takes a few years for a film 
to find a home,” she observes. 
Gaudi may simply be on the slow 
track to distribution. At the very 
least, its distribution absence has 
not gone unnoticed. 

Barbara Wilson’s 
backstory 

Gaudi Afternoon was not Bar¬ 
bara Wilson’s first novel. In 1984, 
Wilson published the detective 
novel Murder in the Collective 
through Seal Press, a feminist 
publishing house that she co¬ 
founded in Seattle in 1976. In 
Murder and the two novels that 
followed, Wilson’s lead character 
Pam Nilsen — who comes out in 
the series’ first novel — sleuths 
her way through murders set in a 
very particular Seattle milieu. 

Murder and the two novels 
that followed it, Sisters of the Road 
in 1986 and The Dog Collar Mur¬ 
ders in 1989, approached some¬ 
what contentious issues in femi¬ 
nist, lesbian and leftist political 
communities, in a conversational 
manner. 

Gaudi Afternoon, with its 
translator-protagonist Cassandra 
Reilly, immediately set a different 
mood. Whereas Nilsen is settled 
in a Seattle that serves as her un¬ 
ambiguous home, Reilly has no 
home. Authenticity and stability 
are foreign to Reilly, as is any 
grounded conception of home. 
Less conversational than con¬ 
frontational, Gaudi explores gen¬ 
der as a plastic and sometimes un-

Town’s 

end? 

L et us not underestimate what it 
means that Club Townsend is 
dosing, with the big final party 
less than two months away, on July 6. 
With the shutting down of the vener¬ 
able home of Pleasuredome and Uni¬ 
verse, the shape of dance culture as 
we know it will change irrevocably, 
shifting in unknown directions, and 
countless circuit partiers will be set 
adrift without a dance space to call 
home. 

For the last decade, since it was ac¬ 
quired by promoter Audrey Joseph 
in 1992, Club Townsend’s sound sys¬ 
tem has moved untold thousands of 
sweat-soaked, ecstatic dancers who 
have reveled in their sense of freedom, 
feeling their feet take flight in an elec¬ 
trifying rush of brotherly/sisterly love. 

The closure of the 10,000-square 
foot converted warehouse South of 
Market will mean the end or reloca¬ 
tion not only of those two stalwart 
weekend dance parties, but of various 
Latin parties, women’s parties, Asian 
parties, raves, Country & Western 
dances and the like. The place has 
been decorated to fit countless 
themes, including “The Casbah,” 
“Under the Seas,” “Jurassic Park,” 
“Jungle Fever,” and “Live at the 
Moulin Rouge.” Among the super- 
stars who have performed live on 
stage at the club are Cindi Lauper, 
Grace Jones, Chaka Khan, Kristine 
W., Ultra Nate, Celeda, Kevin 
Aviance, Ru Paul, and the B52s, and 
still to come before the drop-dead 
date are Motorhead (May 17), Lauper 
(May 25), CeCe Peniston (June 22) 
and Soft Cell (Mark Almond; June 
29). Revelers left out in the cold by 
Townsend’s closing may choose to go 
elsewhere, including clubs at 1015 
Folsom or 550 Barneveld, but noth¬ 
ing can quite replace Townsend’s flair 
for theme nights, or its ability to at¬ 
tract star performers. 

Club Universe, launched in 1994 by 
Joseph along with Ty Dakota, has nur¬ 
tured some of the most acclaimed DJs 
of our time, including Jamie J, David 
Harness, and Matthew Baker, as well as 
guest DJs including Frankie Knuckles, 
Thunderpuss 2000, Manny Lehman, 
Lydia Primm, and Little Louie Vega. 
The tradition will continue this Satur¬ 
day, May 11, from 9:30 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
when you can party to the sounds of 
the DJ Phil B, famed for his turntable 
prowess at Mass, Sundance, Fire Is¬ 
land, and the White Party. He’ll be 
back in the Universe booth for an 
emotional farewell performance on 
the club’s infamous Richard Long 
Sound System, “where the momentum 
all began.” 

Pleasuredome, the Sunday-night 
men’s dance party started by pro¬ 
moter Bill Camilo in 1992, has car¬ 
ried on the tradition with a slew of 
top-notch DJs, including Jeff John¬ 
son and Neil Lewis, both of whom 
will play this Sunday, May 12, with 
Johnson taking the opening shift 
from 9 p.m. to midnight, followed by 
Lewis spinning the house until 3:30 
a.m. The cover, as usual, is $8. For

F or the 24th year, the entire 
Leather Kingdom is poised 
to celebrate the world’s 
biggest leather competition — In¬ 
ternational Mr. Leather 2002 — 
which takes place in Chicago on 
the weekend of May 23-27. The 
host hotel this year is the Hyatt 
Hotel, situated only a few feet 
from the Chicago River, and a 
stone’s throw across the bridge to 
that city’s Miracle Mile, the fabu¬ 
lous Michigan Avenue. They’ve 
had to add more rooms for the 
onslaught of leather people ex¬ 
pected from all over Europe, 
Canada and virtually every state 
in the U.S., with attendees regis¬ 
tering at a record level. 

Since last Fall, leather contests 
have been staged at the bar, city, 
state and regional levels in antici¬ 
pation of the big event, and so far 
it appears more than 65 contes¬ 
tants from all over the U.S., Cana¬ 
da, Germany, Amsterdam and 
Italy will compete. No word has 
come yet on whether Australia will 
have any contenders. The contes¬ 
tant registration deadline is 
May 15, so if you’re gonna do 
it, you should send in your 
five-page registration form 
pronto. 

On the same week¬ 
end as IML, the Great 
Lakes Bears host their 
annual bear weekend, so 
you can expect full 
houses at bars, restau¬ 
rants and hotels. 

Some good air fares to 
Chicago can be had, 
either to O’Hare or Midway, but 
act fast! 

San Francisco and the Bay 
Area will be well represented at 
IML this year. Besides contestants 
from Alameda, Santa Clara and 
Sonoma Counties, San Francisco 
will offer up Mr. Daddy’s Leather 
Scott Brogan, Mr. Hayes Valley 
Leather Michael Schaefer and Mr. 
Daddy’s Leather Mr. Edge Leather 
and of course, Mr. San Francisco 
Leather Peter Jackson. The official 
good luck and send-off party is on 
Saturday, May 18 at the Power¬ 
house at 2100.

Meanwhile, amid weak rum¬ 


blings and veiled threats of law¬ 
suits, the owners of the Drummer 
titles in Amsterdam have an alba¬ 
tross around their necks. When 
disputes erupted over un¬ 
scrupulous acts at last year’s 
International Mr. Drummer 
and Drummer Boy con¬ 
tests in St. Petersburg, 
Florida only 24 hours 
after the contest, produc¬ 
er Mike Zuhl divested his 
production company 
from any connection 
with the Drummer 
name. He managed to 
rally the support of all 
the regional producers to stage In¬ 
ternational Sir and International 
Boy competitions at the same 
venue, the Sun Coast Resort in St. 
Petersburg, Florida. 

Let’s face it: Leather contests in 
Europe are not as big or as popu¬ 
lar as they are here and in Cana¬ 
da. The standouts are in Germany 
and in Amsterdam where hedo¬ 
nistic leather weekends are staged 
for their major title events. Mr. 
Leather Europe is from Italy. 
There are also Mr. Leather Ger¬ 
many, Mr. Leather Holland and 
Mr. Bavaria Leather. Herve 
Bernard from Paris, France and 
Clive Platman from Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia are the only foreigners to 
win the Drummer title thus far. 


And the Drummer officials in 
Amsterdam have fallen short of 
promoting the title in Europe. 

Some of the regions have 
changed formats slightly. The Gulf 
Coast region event has been re¬ 
named the South Central Leather 
Sir/Boy contest, and is first out of 
the gate with a contest taking place 
the weekend May 17-19 in Dallas 
at the Dallas Eagle. The schedules 
for the rest of the regions have not 
yet been established, but the finals 
will take place the weekend of Oc¬ 
tober 10-13.

rriving at my house at the 

H same time were two movies 
> related only in the fact that 
their casts were all-black. One was 
completely unacceptable; the 
other was acceptably adequate. 

Enrique Cruz is a young, New 
York-based director who has ac¬ 
quired some renown for “realisti¬ 
cally” presenting boyz who are 
distinctly of da ’hood: 
harshly urban young black 
and mixed black/Latino 
men. His ostensibly 
street-smart style of 
presentation (lots of 
“get your freak on, 
nigga” in the 
dialogue) 
has been 
dubbed 
hip-hop 

porn. Cruz’ is a small fiefdom in 
New York, like the one Terrence 
Allen has here — a covey a boys, a 
production shop making films, 
and an approach catering to tastes 
quite apart from the idealized, 
pretty-boy mainstream school of 
porn. My first Cruz film is Hard¬ 
core, which is disconcertingly sub¬ 
titled Thug Passion One. The box 
is pretty slick, the performer on 
the cover enticing. Too bad it’s not 
the box going into my VCR. 



Hardcore purports to uncover 
what goes on behind the closed 
doors of the hip-hop music in¬ 
dustry. Yet while that world’s 
noted homophobia might have 
presented some striking conflicts, 
its presentation here is not only 


black 

complete fantasy (as the movie it¬ 
self is a fantasy of filmmaking), 
but its presentation is incompre¬ 
hensible, and reduced to the 
barest cliches. First up, it’s “If you 
sign with my label, you can have 
all the bitches and hos you want;” 
following success, it’s “I have to 
sign with another company ’cuz I 
gots lots of music in my head to 
express;” then, finally, “But I love 
you, baby, stay with me.” 

Well, the guys in 
Hardcore don’t want 
no hos, even though 
they insultingly keep 
saying they do. Nor 
do they seem very 
much to want the 
expected alternative, 
each other, 
judging 
from the 
mechani¬ 
cal, dis¬ 
tracted sex they engage in. There’s 
a solid hour of such cold colli¬ 
sions, thrown up in nearly un- 
watchable snippets as the hip-hop 
style demands that both the 
videographer and the editor pro¬ 
vide as much camera jive as possi¬ 
ble. I presumed the cameraman 
had palsy, and in the credits find 
out there were five cameramen, 
who seem to be whichever per¬ 
formers weren’t onscreen at the 
moment. So much for expertise. 
Only in the last three-quarter- 
hour do the filmmaker’s pace and 
the performers’ connection allow 
actual couplings, but like the pre¬ 
ceding hour, these are so badly lit 
that nothing much is visible. And 
if you expected at least some 
groovy music, forget it. The ran¬ 
dom samplings and disjunct re¬ 
gurgitations heard here are head¬ 
ache, not hip-hop. www.enrique-

Pick-up sticks 

Much better (bearing in mind 
the scale we’ve been working on) 
is Boyz on da Hood, made by local 
porneur Alex King. Note the 
preposition and lack of apostro¬ 
phe in the title. This bit of verbal 
wit doesn’t carry through to the 
movie, but is truthful. In this easy 
outing, a pick-up truck loaded 
with half-a-dozen guys pulls into 
someone’s garage and parks, be¬ 
coming the site of the brothas’ 
party, with prominent fuckings 
taking place right op da hood. 

Although the young men in 



Boyz on da Hood aren’t classic 
beauties, these guyz are attractive. 
Quite simply, they’re real. Street- 
corner guys. Some are homely in 
that earthy way that reads as 
butch. And while the “thug” and 
other stereotyping is left behind, 
the obviously important element 
of their ethnicity is presented 
without pandering to consumer 
tastes. 

The production is somewhat 
low overhead. You can hear the 
still photographer’s camera click¬ 
ing and whirring throughout, and 
though the lighting is amply illu¬ 
minating, it’s not exactly flatter¬ 
ing. These boys aren’t cosmetical¬ 
ly perfect (that’s part of their ap¬ 
peal, actually), and could use 
some flattering. Yet I didn’t mind. 
They make out and enjoy them¬ 
selves, and that heightens their ap¬ 
peal. They’re presented in a qual¬ 
ity of picture that’s nearly star¬ 
tling, the color so true, clear and 
concise that I thought this might 
be digital video. There are two 
quality bottoms, and at least one 
star top, a solidly muscled guy 
with a classically beautiful cock. 
There’s a perfectly caught MOP 
(remember? that’s Moment of 
Penetration), followed by a 
spread-leg panorama of fucking 
that repeats that delectable MOP 
most effectively. This top features 
in several couplings and provides 
the film’s finale, urging a climax 
that agonizingly builds to a 
thrashing peak of an orgasm from 
a superbly endowed bottom. 

Still, these incidents shouldn’t 
oversell Boyz on da Hood. The clar¬ 
ity of its photography may be the 
only distinguished thing about it. 
But there’s nothing undistin¬ 
guished about it, either. It’s unpre¬
